zoning codes exist Without them there 
could not be orderly growth, he said 


People should know, said Rettenba- 


cher, that on^any construction they need 
a pel nut from the village To find out 
what the village requires, just call or vis- 
it the village hall, he said 


MANY TIMES A resident will fail to 


do this and go ahead with the constiuc- 
tion of an addition or garage without a 
permit 


This makes for unnecessaiy problems 


that could have been avoided he said 


The only real problem the village 


with construction, Rettenbacher said, is 
from contractors who are not famihar 
with the village codes 


"We have no shady operations' he 


said, attributing most building problems 
to "honest mistakes" by contractors 


A lot of problems are avoided due to 


careful planning and reviewing of con- 
struction plans by the department, he 
said 


Contractors who do not call village in- 


spectors at a time when work to be in- 
spected has already gone into a building 
may be required to expose a portion of a 


building in oidei that it can be checked, 
ho said

• . MAYOR ROBERT Teichert said the 


radio equipment for the communications 
center will be purchased through a feder- 
al grant, pending approval of the appli- 
cation by the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission. 


Although the radio equipment for the 


center will be purchased with a federal 
grant, the three villages participating in 
the program will share the additional 
cost of maintenance and labor. The fi- 


nancial responsibility of each community 
is based on its population. 


Arlington Heights will pay 53 1 per cent 


of any additional costs, while Mount 
Prospect will pay 29 2 per cent and Elk 
Grove Village will pay 17.7 per cent. 


ACCORDING TO the resolution ap- 


proved by the vtllege board last week, 
any of the three police departments will 
have the option to quit the program upon 
completion of the 18-month trial test. 
Mount Prospect police will not be obli- 
gated to continue with the program, if 
they ate dissatisfied with the system 


Chief Newell Esmond said the police 


department now shares a radio frequen- 
cy with 12 police departments in the 
area. Under the central dispatching sys- 
tem, only the three departments in the 
network will share the same radio fre- 
quency. 


Esmond said this will be a tremendous 


improvement in police radio commu- 
nications because the frequency on which 
the department now broadcasts is ex- 
tremely crowded. "There are times when 
broadcast space is not available, the ra- 
dio contact must be postponed until the 
frequency is cleared," he said 


According to the terms of the central 


dispatch contract, the Mount Prospect 
Police Department will be furnished with 
its own radio equipment, if the village 
decides to withdraw from the program 
after the 18-month trial period. 


ESMOND SAID the department will re- 


ceive its own base station and radio con- 
sole unit, plus mobile radio units for the 
squad cars, under the provisions of the 
central dispatching program. This radio 
equipment for the Mount Prospect sta- 
tion will be in addition to the equipment 
for the central communications center. 


If the Mount Prospect police depart- 


ment withdraws from the program, they 
will also retain the right to use the new 
radio frequency, which will be assigned 
to the central dispatch network, or re- 
turn to its old frequency 


Esmond said that now that the location 


of the communications center has been 
determined, the application for the cen- 
tral dispatching system wdl be submitted 
to the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion Once the application is approved by 
the ILEC, it will take about six months 
to implement the program and install the 
equipment. 


Pal-Waukee Probe Urged 


A Wheeling citizens committee is ci-- 


culatuig a petition calling for the approv- 
al of a two-month-old request for a coun- 
ty investigation into the operating prac- 
tices at Pal-Waukee Airport south of 
Wheeling. 


The request was made to George 


Dunne, president of the Cook County 
board, and county board members 


The petition asks the Cook County 


Board of Commissioners to hold an in- 
vestigation into the airport and to confine 
airport operations to the restrictions out- 
lined in a special use permit issued by 
the county when the longer jet runway 
was approved for construction 


The Village of Wheeling wrote to 


Dunne Aug. 18 requesting 
the 
in- 


vestigation of airport operations But no 
official action by the county has been 
taken on the village's request, which 
stemmed from a report to the village 
board made by the citizen's committee 


The committee and the village, have 


asked for the investigation based on alle- 
gations that Pal-Waukee's jet runway ex- 
ceeds the legal length and that planes 
landing at Pal-Waukee are too heavy for 
the existing runways 


THE LONGER RUNWAY, heavier 


planes and flight patterns violate the pro- 
visions of the special use permit which 
allows Pal-Waukee to operate the ]et 
runway, the committee alleges. 


Another committee charge is that pi- 


lots flying over Wheeling while leaving 
or arriving at Pal-Waukee are using vis- 
ual flight procedures rather than in- 
strumental flight procedures According 
to the committee only those pilots using 
instrument procedures are to fly over 
Wheeling in arriving or leaving from the 
airport, under the terms of the permit.

The landing of a U. S plane in Soviet 


Armenia last week was not accidental, 
according to Rev Paul Lindstrom, chair- 
man of the "Remember the Pueblo" 
committee. 


The U S plane with two Army gener- 


als, an Army major pilot and a Turkish 
colonel aboard, has been held in Armenia 
since it landed 


"We learned 
from 
US 
military 


sources that the plane is believed to have 
been diverted into Soviet air space. The 
landing was caused by deliberate Soviet 
radio interference with Turkish radio 
beacons during a period of inclement fly- 
Ing conditions," said Lindstrom. 


"Another military source said that the 


plane, after crossing the border, was 
apparently forced by three Soviet fighter 
planes to land near the Soviet Armenian 
capital" 


LINDSTROM said he believed that the 


downing of the American plane was con- 
nected to the recent hijacking of a Soviet 
plane to Turkey. "The Soviets hoped that

by luring a Turkish plane Into their ter- 
ritory, they could create an incident sim- 
ilar to the hijacking. 


"By downing an American plane with

source that the U. S State Department is 
prepared to issue a note expressing re- 
gret for the 'navigation error'," said 
Lindstrom

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'Nobody Should Shoot His Mouth Off Until He Has Been Here'

WASHINGTON (UPI) -He 
was a 


handsome young man, with blonde hair 
and broad shoulders. 


The only thing was, his torso, outlined 


beneath the hospital bed sheet, ended 
abruptly at the thighs. 


Truncated 
bodies 
are 
a familiar 


sight in ward 35 of Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center. Here, casualties of the 
Vietnam War cease to be numbers in a 
c o m m u n i q u e and become mangled 
American men. 


The Army quite properly protects the 


privacy of wounded soldiers. I was 
allowed to talk to patients in ward 35 on 
the condition that I wouldn't use their 
full names. No photographs were per- 
mitted, 


THE BLOND YOUTH told me his first 


name was Bob, and he had been a ser- 
geant in the American Division, sta- 
tioned at Due Pho. On Aug. 25, he was 
commanding a half-track on patrol. 


"Another guy and I got out to take a 


closer look at a suspicious place, and one 
of us must have stepped on a booby 
trap," he said. 


"I had turned the other way, which 


saved my sight and my arms. But I lost 
both legs above the knee. I never knew 
what happened to my buddy. I kept ask- 
ing, and they wouldn't tell me." 


Bob said he was surprised to find, 


since he came home, that a lot or people 
here are under the impression that U S, 
forces are no longer doing much fighting 
or suffering many casualties in Vietnam. 


"THAT'S NOT SO," he said emphat- 


ically. "There's still a very rough war 
over there." 


The inevitable question came up. Did 


he think the U.S. effort in Vietnam was 
worth what it cost him? 


"No," he said, almost in a whisper. 


"We're actually doing a lot of harm over 
there in some ways. And the Arvins (sol- 
dier slang for troops of the ARVN, or 
South Vietnamese army) seem really 
disinterested in the war. They let us do 
all the dirty work. I think we ought to 
pull out and let them do their own fight- 
ing." 


Ward 35 is a long, open room with beds 


along each wall. There are 48 beds. 
When I visited it, 46 of them were occu- 
pied by soldiers wounded in Vietnam. 
Many of them were trussed up in elabo- 
rate traction gear, suspended from over- 
head metal bars. 


ACROSS THE AISLE from Sgt. Bob, a 


dark-haired youth of 19 lay on his back, 
very still. He raised the bandaged stump 
of his left leg, and stared at it. He was 
still staring at it when I looked at him 
again, half an hour later. 


The nurse said he was depressed and 


she didn't think he'd feel up to talking to 
a stranger. 
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Most of the patients, including several 


double 
amputees, 
were 
surprisingly 


cheerful. They had accepted their fate 
and were looking to the future. 


Sgt. James S 
, 19, one of the four 


black patients in the ward, was wounded 
by a rocket which struck his half-track 
near the Cambodian border. His badly 
shattered left leg has been in traction or 
suspension for six months, and the doc- 
tors still aren't sure whether his ankle 
ever will function again. But James is 
looking ahead. 


"I'VE BEEN THINKING a lot about 


my future," he told me. "I think maybe 
I'll open a machine shop with my fa- 
ther." 


E-4 Paul N—, 20, had finished 11 


months and 5 days of his one-year tour in 
Vietnam when a rocket blew off both of 
his feet. He seems to hold no bitterness. 


"It was just one of those things that hap- 
pen," he said. "If it wasn't me, it would 
have been somebody else." 


How did he feel about the war? 


"I guess we have to stop the Commu- 


nists somewhere, but a lot of lives are 
being lost, and I can't see where we're 
making much headway. You clean them 
out and they come right back. It seems 
sort of futile." 


Corp. Joe D—, 20, dropped out of the 


University of Wisconsin to enlist because 
"my grades weren't so hot and I figured 
I might as well get the military service 
over with." 


On July 31, while taking part in a 9th 


Infantry Division sweep through pine- 
apple fields in the Mikong Delta, Joe 
stepped on a booby 
trap, 
and suf- 


fered extensive shrapnel wounds in both 
legs, his left arm and hand, and other 


parts of the body. 


"Are you sorry now that you left col- 


lege?" 


"Biggest mistake I ever made," he 


said with a wry grin. "When I get out of 
here, I'm going back and get my degree. 
It's the only smart thing to do." 


FFC. Anthony M 
lost a leg when he 


was fired on from ambush during a pa- 
trol of the central highlands in August. 
But he didn't want to talk about the past. 
His mind was on the future. 


"I was accepted by the New York Po- 


lice Department before I was drafted," 
he said. "I hope to God they'll still take 
me, with one leg. Do you think there's a 
chance they might give me some kind of 
desk job?" 


ON THE WAY out of the ward, I 


stopped to talk for a moment with Capt. 
Angela Shea, the nurse in charge. Capt. 


Shea is a gentle, pretty and badly over- 
worked young lady. 
( 


"That's a depressing place," I said 


looking back into the ward. 


Yes," she agreed. "But it's not the 


worst, by any means. I transferred here 
because I couldn't stand it any longer in 
the ward where they keep the head 
wound cases. A lot of those boys are par- 
alyzed from the neck down. They just lie 
there and look at you. I took it as long as 
I could," she added, half-apologetical- 
ly. 


"Thank you for coming," said Capt. 


ward," I said. 


"Thank you for ocraing," said Capt. 


Shea. "I think there ought to be a rule 
that nobody js allowed to shoot off his 
mouth about this war until he has spent 
at least one afternoon in a ward like 
this."

WASHINGTON (UPI) —Antipoverty 


chief Donald Rumsfeld is on a collision 
course with the education profession. 


At issue are two multi-million dollar 


"experiments" launched by Rumfeld's 
Office of Economic Opportunity (OEO) 
to seek ways of improving the schooling 
of children from poor families. 


Representatives of educational groups 


have voiced fear that the proposals 
merely would "take money out of one 
pocket and put it into another" instead of 
providing more money for the existing 
job. 


Rumsfeld characterizes the objections 


of bordering on the irrational and said 
they "seem to have only one purpose—to 
stop the experiments—to stop learning." 


Little City 
Begins Sale 
Of Cards

of Little City for Retarded Children in 
Palatine are now on sale. 


Little City Christmas and holiday 


cards offer a choice of two messages: 
"Best Wishes for a Happy Holiday Sea- 
son and the New Year" and "Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New Year." 


The greeting cards were drawn by stu- 


dents in the art therapy class at Little 
City and can be purchased by contacting 
Nancy Westlake at CE 6-6525 at the Little 
City Foundation in Chicago. 


"BY PURCHASING these Christmas 


cards you will help Little City today — 
and Little City tomorrow, to build new 
facilities and maintain the continuing 
p r o g r a m s for the mentally handi- 
capped," said Andy Nickels of the foun- 
dation. 


The cards sell for $6,50 for 25 without 


the purchaser's name engraved in them, 
and for $30 for a minimum of 100 im- 
printed cards. 


Little City is located on Algonquin 


Road west of Roselle Road. It is a 60- 
acre residential community for mentally 
handicapped youngsters. 


At present, there are over 140 students • 


ranging from six to 36 years of age in 
residence at the non-profit, non-sectarian 
community. 


The cards are an annual project of the 


City and samples can be seen at the Pal- 
atine location. 


SIX PRIVATE companies, working 


through school districts in 16 states, have 
signed contracts totalling $5.6 million re- 
quiring them to raise the reading and 
mathematics achievement level of about 
10,800 elementary school children. 


They will use new methods and tech- 


niques such as teaching machines and 
films and offer students and teachers 
special 
incentives, 
including trading 


stamps or extra time off, to stimulate 
learning. Unless the companies raise the 
students' reading and math ratings at 
least 1.5 grade levels within a year, they 
won't get paid. 


Under the second experiment, being 


considered for the 1971-72 school year, a 
community would be chosen in which 
public, private and parochial schools 
would agree to accept government cer- 
tificates 
or vouchers from low income 


families as tuition for their children. 


The idea is to give the poor a chance to 


send their children to schools of their 
choosing in hopes the parents will be- 
come more involved and the schools will 
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feel the prod of competition for students. 
The voucher experiment would cost up to 
$11 million 
over 
a 
three-year peri- 


od. 


The National Education Association 


(NEA) attacked the experiments in con- 
gressional testimony Aug. 5. NEA 
spokesman John Lumely said OEO not 
only was "invading the field of educa- 
tion" where it had no business, but was 
"doing so in a way we believe to be de- 
structive to the public school system." 


Earlier, David Selden, president of the 


200,000-member AFL-CIO American Fed- 
eration of 
Teachers, 
charged 
the 


voucher proposal would introduce "huck- 
sterism" into education, permit "wide- 
spread racial discrimination" and 
depart from good policy by letting OEO 
rather than the federal office of educa- 
tion experiment with education. 


But Rumsfeld changed his tactics in a 


Sept. 23 speech to the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce. 


"FROM THE standpoint of the poor, 


our educational system is properly char- 


acterized as a process that is turning 
poor children into poor students," he 
said. 


He noted that the existing federal 


school aid program is providing more 
than $1 billion for schools with concentra- 
t i o n s 
of 
"educationally 
dis- 


advantaged" children and that result of 
the program so far showed that two- 
thirds of the youngsters get no benefits. 
He said 13 per cent actually fall further 
behind and only 19 per cent register any 
gain in achievement. 


"This is a sorry record for the nation's 


number one compensatory education pro- 
gram," Rumsfeld said. 


He said that because OEO was trying 


to find better ways to improve the educa- 
tion of poor 
children 
"one would 


expect that news of the experiments 
would be greeted with enthusiasm among 
educators." 


Instead, Rumsfeld said "lobbyists for 


the educational special interest groups 
have used most of the means at their 
disposal to attack the experiments."

'Dignity' 
On Market 
In Ghettoes

CHICAGO (UPI) —There's a game on 


the market 
that invites players to 


wrestle with the problems of Ihe ghetto 
right in their own living room. 


It is played on a board with cards 


which teach participants to survive in 
the world of the poor just as "Monopoly1 


taught them to acquire property. 


The game, called "Dignity," was in- 


vented by Ken Christiansen, a 27-year- 
old University of Chicago divinity stu- 
dent, who plans to become a United 
Church of Christ minister. 


Christiansen, a native of Remsen, 


Iowa, worked for two years in a church 
group on Chicago's South Side. He spent 
a lot of time with residents of a public 
housing project and learned first hand 
the problems of the poor in the city. 


He wanted to communicate what he 


had learned. 


"I started a book on the subject, but it 


seemed to me nobody reads books in the 
area of race relations unless they're al- 
ready 
interested 
in 
the problem," 


he said. 


"So I started thinking about recreation 


as a way of getting into the situation." 


So far about 6,000 copies of the game 


have been sold at $4 95 each. 


The object of the game is to reach a 


square called Dignity To get there, a 
player, who is given five cards and $100 
to begin with, tries to avoid Shanty Town 
Housing projects, Skid Row and other un- 
pleasant places 


He can take a short cut through Uncle 


Tom's limbo, but then he can't play 
Freedom Move cards, which are general- 
ly helpful in the game. He can take an- 
other short cut through the University, 
but that costs $2,000, which is difficult to 
acquire in this game. 


He can also move to the Place of Hope 


to think, as Christiansen says, "about 
where you're going." 


Some times a player moves ahead at 


the expense of fellow players by using 
"Cut Throat" cards. For instance, by 
taking a bribe to ignore a building viola- 
tion code, the player (in the role of build- 
ing inspector) gets $100 and everyone 
else moves back two spaces 


"The cards put you in different roles," 


Christiansen said " 


Christiansen copyrighted and sold two

Sesame Street 
Goes To Camp 


'C'mon, punkin, ya gotta be sincere to be great!1

NEW YORK (UPI) —An experiment in 


the early education of preschool children 
by teenagers took the form of Sesame 
Street Day Camps in New York City 


The expei iment set out to prepare 


youngsters for public schools and to im- 
prove altitudes and academic skills of 
tcacheis 


Some 1,500 pre-schoolers of all races 


and 240 teenage instructors participated 
The teachers, all members of the Neigh- 
borhood 
Youth 
Corps, were trained 


by the Children's Television Workshop, 
producer of "Sesame Street." 


The day camp curriculum consisted of 


daily viewing of Sesame Street, follow-up 
lessons to reinforce the material learned 
fiom the show, field trips and food peri- 
ods. The classes met five days a week 
from 9 a.m to 2 p m., with recesses. 


The project was funded by New York 


City's Youth Services Agency through a 
$68,000 federal grant. 


Both the city agency the the Workshop 


now are studying the results of the day 
camp experiment. And reported that it 
appears to have been beneficial and re- 
warding for the young children and oth- 
ers involved 


Although about 17 public school build- 


ings and makeshift sites were used for 
the camps, the largest, with an enroll- 
ment of 150, was at Andrew Jackson 
High School in Queens 


Paula Hooks, the 19-year-old director 


of the camp there, felt the experiment 
was successful. 


"This was what we needed for our 


young children, especially in the black 
community," she said. Andrew Jackson 
High School is located 
in a pre- 


dominantly blaek and Puerto Rican 
neighborhood. 


Miss Rooks, a sophomore at Hampton 


Institute, Hampton, Va , admitted that in 
the beginning she really didn't think she 
would be able to work with such small 
children "But I found out I could, and I 
loved it," she said. "I really learned a 
lot from the kids " 


She said the major problem was a lack 


of proper facilities. "We really needed 
more room and equipment," she said. 
"We had the children and the teachers." 


One of the teenage teachers, Mireille 


Christophe, 16, agreed on the success of 
the camp. "Some of the kids really didn't 
know anything," she said, "not even 
their names. But when camp was over 


they knew that and a lot more. 


"I had one little boy about six years 


old who took almost a week to learn to 
recognize the letter 'A'. But by the time 
camp ended, he knew that and over half 
the alphabet." 


Miss Christophe said she enjoyed work- 


ing with the children. "I wanted them to 
think of me as a friend as well as a 
teacher," she said. 


The teenage instructors were paid $40 


a week 


Alam Dummett, 15 and a student at 


the New York High School of Art and De- 
sign, worked as a special tutor, giving 
individual help to those who needed it. "I 
really think the camp helped the kids," 
he said "It will be easier for them when 
they enter regular school because of the 
summer classroom experience. Every- 
thing won't be totally new." 


Dummett said the program 
even 


helped him "I'm starling to understand 
little kids better," he said. "Before I 
didn't have any patience, but now I'm 
much better " 


Those who sponsored and participated 


in the day camp program said they 
hoped to see it continued year-round in 
New York and even extended on a na- 
tional bftsis. 


John Nolan, who directed the program 


for the Youth Services Agency, said he 
was optimistic that some of the campus 
would be extended throughout the year. 
He said, however, thai because of the 
lack of funds, the camps would have to 
be sponsored by community organiza- 
tions 


"The federal money for the summer 


has all been used," he said. 


Extension of the summer program 


next year, especially on a national basis, 
\vill depend on government and founda- 
tion grants

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'All Minds Hold Spiritual Resources 


Each of us has in his thinking, spiritual 


resources which come from a higher 
source than tne human mind, a Christian 
Science lecturer told his audience Sun- 
day at the First Church of Christ Scien- 
tist in Harrington. 


We develop these resources, said Roy 


J. Linnig, of Chicago, through prayer 
and experience This recognition then be- 
comes an understanding of God's pres- 
ence and power that solves all sorts of 
human problems, he said. Lmnig's lec- 
ture was titled "Are You Resourceful?" 


Behind all of our liabilities, or prob- 


lems, Linnig said, "are mental elements, 
m e n t a l 
resistance 
to 
progressive 


change" that must yield to God's power 
and presence. Understanding prayer sol- 
ves problems, the lecturer 'explained, be- 
cause it exchanges adamant thinking for 
such mental qualities as fearlessness, in- 
telligence, and wisdom. 


He mentioned water pollution in the 


United States as an example of a liability 
that has a mental cause. "Selfishness, 
carelessness, irresponsibility, all tend to 
produce and perpetuate water pollution," 
he said Health problems, Linnig said, 
are also basically mental in nature, even 
though they appear to be physical 


ELABORATING ON this point, he 


said: "Evetyone knows sayings like 'par- 
alyzed with fear,' 'blinded by hate,' 'bur- 


1 dened with guilt' " These 
statements 


show how evil thoughts affect our bodies, 
Lrnnig said. They have their origin in 
what the Bible calls the "carnal mind." 
he stated, and are the opposite of God- 
given resources. 


The proolems that these destructive 


thoughts cause, Linnig said, are cured by 
a gradual change of thought from a ma- 
terial to a spiritual basis. Spiritual re- 
sources, he said, are problem solvers. 


These resources he defined as the true 


facts about God and man's relationship 
with God. He called them the higher ele- 
ments governing our thinking, such as 
trust in Spirit, or God, intelligent ex- 
pectancy of good, and unselfish love. 
They are accepted into our lives through 
piayer, he said. "Their effect is to lift 
limits from our lives. They give us a 
higher basis of action, from which we 
drop off fleshly limitations." 


Christ Jesus, Linnig continued, can- 


celled danger, sickness, sin, even death 
through his oneness with the power of 
Spirit. He let "God's resources subdue 
and outweigh liabilities." 


WE SHOULD NOT deny God's exis- 


tence just because we cannot know Him 
through the physical senses, he added. 
"These senses are like a prison which 
limits our scope They don't even detect 
much that's material — the flow of wind, 


a dog whistle. We should break out of 
imprisonment in them " 


Linnig noted that Einstein humbly ad- 


mired God as "the illimitable superior 
spirit" or the divine Mind. In the Bible, 
Linnig mentioned, we hear the Psalmist 
refoicing, "Whither shall I go from thy 
spirit? Or whither shall I flee from thy 
presence?" 


We can feel this presence and power of 


Spirit right in our experience," the lec- 
turer said. 


"The presence of a resourceful divine 


Mind assures the resourcefulness of indi- 
vidual man," Linnig explained. He point- 
ed out that the term Mind is one of seven 
synonyms for God which Christian Scien- 
tists find helpful in broadening their un- 
derstanding of all that God is. 


"Jesus' estimate of man was opposite 


to the customary estimate," Linnig said. 
He knew man is not a material con- 
sciousness 
"shackled 
to a 
physical 


form," but that man is spiritual. This 
brought healing, "erased the limits and 
sufferings inflicted on men by their ma- 
terial thoughts." 


THE LECTURER then told of the ex- 


perience of a couple involved in a head- 
on automobile accident Both facial cuts 
and broken bones that normally would 
have required medical .attention were 
healed through complete reliance on 
"Spirit's healing power," Linnig said. 


X-rays for insurance later showed 


many well-mended fractures, he stated. 
"What looked like a concrete material 
situation of injury was resolved simply 
by siding with Sipnt," Linnig said 


Uncovering our spiritual resources 


really means discovering more about our 
real identity, Linnig said What dose it 
matter if this comes only gradually, he 
asked' "The Apostle John's words are 
nonetheless correct: 'Beloved, now are 
we th'e sons of God.' "

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Postal Deadlines Announced 


The Arlington Heights branch of the 


U.S. Postal Service has corrected er- 
roneous information previously published 
regarding the mailing of Christmas pack- 
ages to servicemen overseas. 


A postal service spokesman noted 


there are four classifications of mail ser- 
vice that apply to parcels mailed to ser- 
vicemen. 


These classifications, with their cor- 


rected deadlines and size and weight lim- 
itations, are: 


—Surface mail: Maximum 40 pounds, 


no more than 72 inches. Deadline Nov. 6. 
The deadline for cards and letters mailed 
by surface mail is Nov. 12. 


—S.A.M. (space available mail): Max- 


imum five pounds, no more than 60 
inches. Deadline Nov. 20. 


—P.A.L. (parcel air lift): Maximum 30 


pounds, no more than 60 inches. Deadline 
Nov. 27. 


—Air Parcel Post: 
Maximum 70 


pounds, no more than 100 inches. Dead 
line Dec. 11. The deadline for cards and 
letters mailed at normal air mail rates is 
also Dec. 11. 


THE SIZE RESTRICTIONS refer to 


the sum, in inches, of the girth of the 
package added to the length. 


By mailing under the S.A.M. classifica- 


tion, the sender pays the normal parcel 


post rate to the U.S. port city. The parcel 
is carried to the port city by rail or truck 
and is then air lifted overseas on a space 
available basis. 


Under the P.A.L. classification, the 


sender pays the regular parcel post r.ate 
to the port city, plus a flat charge of $1 
for air service from the point of origin to 
the overseas base. 


Normal air mail rates apply to pack- 


ages mailed to servicemen by air parcel 
post. 


The postal service also offered several 


suggestions to ensure the safe arrival of 
packages bound overseas. 


—Cushion gifts in boxes of solid 


fiberboard, strong corrugated board or 
wood. 


—Place the serviceman's name, ad- 


dress and a list of the contents inside the 
package. 


—Customs declarations are required on 


shipments to American servicemen in 
certain countries. They are not required 
in Vietnam. 


—IT IS BEST to omit outside wrappers 


if the box makes an adequate shipping 
container. 


—If wrapping, use a heavy kraft paper 


similar to that used for grocery bags. 


—Be sure to include the full five-digit 


Armed Forces Post Office number with 


the address. 


—A return address is required on all 


packages. 


In addition to materials which cannot 


be sent through the domestic mails — 
such as poisons, explosives, flammable 


material and alcoholic beverages — cer- 
tain additional items are nonmailable to 
many military post offices. 


These include securities and currency, 


precious metals, cigarettes and other to- 
bacco products and living plants.

Kitchen Tricks Can Slash Food Calories 


Are you fighting the battle of the 


bulge? The successful battle plan begins 
in the kitchen. If you prepare the right 
foods In the right way, >ou can cut down 
on your calories and eat just as much. 


There are only a few points you need 


to follow, but these mutt be'followed 
regularly. Remember that all fat, satu- 
rated, unsaturated, or potyunsaturntod, 
Is loaded with colories. Concentrated car- 
bohydrates, particularly sugar, are small 
calorie bombs. Sugar contains, prac- 
tically no water, unlike protein foods of 
vegetables, and is almost all calories — 
with little else included. Cut down on 
sugar and fat if you want to hold down 
on the calories. Use lean meat, fish, 
vegetables and fruits. 


IN GENERAL, is is best not to fry 


foods. Fried meat retains more of its fat 
than if it is broiled. If you must fry - do 
it greaselessly, if possible. The next best 
thing Is to fry in unsaturated fat, such as 
corn oil or safflower oil. That won't help 
eliminate calories but it will eliminate 
dangerous saturated or solid fats. 


In order to limit the intake of satu- 


rated fats, substitute corn or safflower 
oil in all recipes that call for shortening 
or fats The amount of oil necessaiy is 
usually a little less than the amount of 
solid shortening or fats recommended. 
You can convert many recipes this way. 
In some instances, the fat isn't that nec- 
essary. Try some of your favorite iccipes 
with less or no fat. 


Don't use more than three egg yolks a 


week. Avoid recipes calling for egg yolks 
or try it without them. You can use egg

'Yes' Vote Needed Next Tuesday

The problem with pollution — well, one 


of the problems — is that people keep 
turning up more of it before we've dealt 
with what we have. 


Consider, for example, the latest des- 


poliation reported by the WARF 'In- 
stitute, Inc., of Madison, on assignment 
from "Sports Illustrated." 


Scientists took readings on fish and 


fish eggs along the Atlantic, Pacific and 
Gulf coasts and came up with a threat 
scarier than the DDT menace to coho 
salmon in Lake Michigan. 


In brief, they found that the coastal 


waters and the seabeds are infested with 
pesticides, metals and other toxic pollu- 
tants — In sufficient quantities to pose a 
danger to humans. 


Some of the most popular saltwater 


sport fishtes have been inflicted with poi- 
sonous chemical compounds in 
their 


flesh and eggs. Some already had beyond 
the five parts per million of mercury 
allowed by the U. S. Food and Drug Ad- 
mininlstratlon, including spotted 
sea 


trout off Louisiana, striped bass off Cal- 
ifornia and Spanish mackeral off South 
Carolina. 


STRIPED BASS AND blueflsh along 


both coasts are reported under the gun of 
the greatest menace of all: their repro- 
ductive process endangered by the pres- 
ence of DDT and other pesticides in the 
eggs. 


This Is the kind of legacy we pump into 


the ocean from such storied rivers as 
V i r g i n i a ' s Rappahannock and Now 
York's Hudson. 


But let's take our problems one at a 


time. 


It would be too convenient for us in 


Illinois to overlook our own little mess 
by wailing about the cancer along the 
coasts. 
• 


We have the testimony of our own de- 


partment of public health that it is now 
unsafe to swim in any of the state's riv- 
ers or streams because of pollution lev- 
els, Lake Michigan also has been off lim- 
its lately. 


THAT DOESN'T leave much for our 


children to foul for theirs. 


But wo do have the chance to make a 


modest contribution for the better, if we 
can drag ourselves to the polls next 
Tuesday. And be alert when we're there. 


The state is trying again with a mea- 


sure similar to one that failed two years 
ago. On the ballot — at the opposite end 
from 
Stevenson-Smith — will 
be a 


request for voters to launch the state on 
a $750 million clean water program. 


The bond issue would direct that much 


state money to help towns and cities im- 
prove their sewage treatment and solid 
waste disposal plants, and thus begin 
closing the gate on perhaps the single 
worst water pollution source in Illinois. 


THE 
P R O G R A M COULD have 


enormous application because the federal 
government will provide double the 


amount in matching funds. That would 
make a $2.2 billion total, and answer the 
cry that money is needed to fight pollu- 
tion. 


The last time the state tried such a 


program — in November of 1968 — it 
failed on a $1 billion plan. 


Not because most voters didn't want it. 


They did. But the plan was scuttled by

an absurd provision of the 1870 con- 
stitution, requiring that such a measure 
needs not its own majority, but one equal 
to a majority of the votes cast for Gen- 
eral Assembly candidates..

Labels and images are a couple of

And for the men and their jobs, well, 


the rest of the world thinks every man 
in suburbia gets on a train and rides to 
the city to work. The corollary to this 
particular principle is that there is no 
industry out here, that all the commu- 
nities are "bedroom towns." 


Also part of the suburban image is that 


all breadwinners earn at least $25,000 a 
year, but they have ulcers because of it. 


AS TO SUBURBAN political beliefs: 


All suburbanites are conservative Re- 
publicans. But few suburbanites are very 


deeply concerned about politics at all. 


As to how we shop: well, few of us 


bother to note prices of things or to look 
for bargains. Which, according to tho im- 
age, is just as well, because all the 
stores supposedly jack up the prices at 
their suburban facilities. 


Concerning our social manners: To- 


day's suburban wife is free to spend all 
day running errands, going to club meet- 
ings, becoming involved in social and 
civic affairs, because her cleaning wom- 
an (who commutes from the city) is tak- 
ing care of the house. 


Then there is the classic: wife swap- 


ping in the suburbs is still going on, and

it's worse than ever. 


And there is another one that stays 


with us: the houses out here all look so 
much the same, that, on more than one 
occasion, a suburban family, driving up 
tho street to their home and not paying 
too much attention, pulled into the wrong 
driveway and didn't realize for three 
days, they were living in someone else's 
house. 


AND LAST BUT not least, there is one

Sports Complex An Image Builder 


by MARGE FERROLI 


Although residents may not like it, 


when you mention Arlington Heights, 
most non-residents think immediately of 
"race track." 


When you mention Northbrook, most 


non-residents think of "sports complex" 
or "ice skating." 


Through simple association, people 


habitually identify a city or town with its 
most significant building, landmark, resi- 
dent or past event. This is what helps 
give each area its character and reputa- 
tion. 


When you mention Rolling Meadows, 


many thoughts come to mind — its 
youth, its apartments, Salt Creek. But 
overall, there seems to be no single sig- 
nificant attribute of the city that is im- 


mediately identifiable with Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


HOWEVER, A LARGE and impressive 


looking building opened two weeks ago 
on Owl Lane that was constructed with 
the approval of the city's taxpayers. This 
structure, the Rolling Meadows Sports 
Complex, has the potential for becoming 
the significant characteristic of the city 
that has previously been missing. 


The most unusual feature of the three- 


unit structure will be the professional-siz- 
ed ice rink scheduled to open in mid-De- 
cember. This rink promises to provide a 
new area of recreation and interest that 
has been almost completely inaccesible 
to residents up until this time. The clos- 
est ice skating facilities prior to the 
Sports Complex was the rink in North- 
brook or, for the more advanturous ska- 


ters, a frozen Salt Creek. 


Attraction to the new complex can be 


quite far-reaching, so far-reaching that it 
will undoubtedly bring in many non-resi- 
dents. Revenue-wise, this influx of non- 
residents to the complex will be ex- 
tremely favorable for the park district, 
which is operating the building and the 
programs within it. 


Officials of the park district have set 


up a general policy that the Sports Com- 
plex will be a recreation area first and 
foremost for the residents of the city. 
Only after the needs of the city dwellers 
are met will the park district consider 
the needs of residents from surrounding 
areas. Non-residents will also be charged 
a higher fee for use of the ice rink. 


ALTHOUGH THIS "special privileges 


to residents" policy is reasonable, the de- 


sires of other persons should not be ig- 
nored. The success of the complex will 
depend upon the participation of many 
people and not just Rolling Meadows 
residents. 


This first year of operation of the com- 


plex will be experimental and somewhat 
touch-and-go for park district officials. 
They have before them a building that 
can do much for the park district and the 
city. The kinds ot programs and the ex- 
tent to which they are carried out must 
be planned with very little substantial 
knowledge at the present time of how re- 
action to it will be. 


A well-balanced mixture of accom- 


modating residents and non-residents 
will have to be attained. Only a little 
time will determine whether the park 
district can find this compromise.

The Hoffman Estates Fire District will 


ask residents of the village to approve a 
$500,000 bond issue on Dec. 21. 


"The money will be used to build and 


equip a station at the west end of the fire 
protection district on a one acre site do- 
nated by Robin Construction Corp., said 
Fire Chief Carl Selke. 


The station will serve Multicon, Robin 


and Kaufman and Broad developments, 
he added. The three developers 
are 


building multiple housing in the area 
west of Highpoint Subdivision bound by 
the Tollway, Harrington Road and Golf 
Road. 


There's also a possibility of developing 


a small substation north of the tollway 
(near 
the Winston Knoll area), Selke 


said. 


The fire protection district is actually 


going to spend more than the amount of 
the bond issue on the larger station 
alone, said Francis Kelly, fire district at- 
torney. 


A $17.50 PER UNIT donation for equip- 


ment for the larger station has been pro- 
vided by the big three multiple devel- 
opers, he added. 


The total project expenditure will be 


$700,000 including $500,000 from bond is- 
sue and $200,000 in anticipated contribu- 
tions. 


The building on the Robin property will 


cost about $200,000 and $400,000 is to be 
spent for equipment. The remaining 
$100,000 will be spent to build the sub- 
station only. Fire District officials said 
they already have the equipment for the 
substation. 


The smaller site will be built on a % 


acre site donated by the Centex Winston 
Corp. or on another site at the Winston 
Knolls subdivision preferable to fire dis- 
trict officials. 


The need for the new facilities was es- 


tablished after a study of fire insurance 
rating bureau requirements, said Trustee 
Charles E. Knapp. 


MUCH OF THE village's new popu- 


lation will be moving into apartment 
complexes which are considered high 
fire risk area, he said. 


. Polling places for the referendum will 
be the two district fire stations. The 
polls will be opened from 6 a.m. to 6 
p.m.

tails of the work plan," he said. 


The largest part of flood relief is ex- 


pected to come from the construction of 
the retention basins, atlhough some wid- 
ening and deepening of the creek is in-

Three of the retention basins are lo- 


cated in Palatine where two park dis- 
tricts are currently reviewing possible 
recreational uses of the land. Ideas have 
included an amphitheater, ski slope, boat 
marinas and picnic grounds. 


Two other basins are located near Har- 


per College and Schaumburg 


THE SIXTH reservoir will be built in 


Busse Woods Forest Preserve in Elk 
Grove and will be the largest one. It has 
been proposed that the federal govern- 
ment help share the cost to develop the 
area into a large recreational lake. 


Funding for the entire $50 million plan 


will be shared by the federal government 
and local agencies. Of the $48.9 million 
estimated cost, $9 5 million will be paid 
with federal funds authorized by the Wa- 
tershed Protection and Flood Prevention 
Act. 


But before construction can begin the 


federal government's share of the cost 
must be approved by Congress. The plan 
has been sent to Washington and the 
Congressional go-ahead is expected to 
come in July of next year.

Problems) Committee, TORCH (The Or- 
ganization 
Representing 
Community 


Hopes), and the Wheeling Youth Com- 
mission are the three groups involved in 
the plan. 


Richard Stanowski, HELP president, 


explained yesterday the idea of com- 
bining forces was discussed at a meeting 
last 
Thursday 
between 
HELP 
and 


TORCH officials. Richard Wynn, head of 
the TORCH mental health clinic and di- 
rector of TORCH recreational and social 
programs, was unavailable for comment 
yesterday. 


THE YOUTH COMMISSION has not 


yet been contacted about the plan, 
though Stanowski said the other two 
groups did plan to talk .to youth commis- 
sion members about it. No youth com- 
mission members attended last Thurs- 
day's meeting. 


He said that TORCH and HELP mem- 


bers wre already beginning to propose 
possible combined projects for the three 
groups. 


Once the three groups work out a plan 


of action they will seek "a blessing of the 
c o a l i t i o n from Wheeling's 
Village 


Board," Stanowski explained. 


The plan to fund the three groups with 


grants from federal, state, and local gov- 
ernments is still under discussion, he 
said. 


Explaining that the joint program is "a 


natural thing for the youth commission 
to become involved in," Stanowski said 
that adding the youth commission to the 
group is admittedly a way to involve the 
village.

In a five-part referendum last Satur- 


day voters turned do«n two proposals, 
along with a third that called for a spe- 
cial tax levy Voters approved the two 
parts that called for no tax increase. 


By a 7 to 5 margin voters gave the 


district the "go ahead" to sell $1 2 mil- 
lion in bonds for construction of building 
additions and Improvements at existing 
schools. Neither proposal will result in a 
tax hike. 


By margins of about 40 votes, propos- 


als to raise taxes for the building and 
education funds were turned down. In ad- 
dition, voters also turned down a propos- 
al for a special tax levy to repay a loan 
from the state that would be necessary 
for construction of a new school in Ar- 
lington Heights to begin. 


Though school officials have already 


called for another referendum to submit 
the three unsuccessful parts to the voters 
again, the final decision on the matter 
rests with the school board. State law 
requires that there be a 90-day interim 
period before another referendum is 
held.

A Wheeling citizens committee is cir- 


culating a petition calling for the approv- 
al of a two-month-old request for a coun- 
ty investigation into the operating prac- 
tices at Pal-Waukee Airport south of 
Wheeling. 


The request was made to George 


Dunne, president of the Cook County 
board, and county board members. 


The petition asks the Cook County 


Board of Commissioners to hold an in- 
vestigation into the airport and to confine 
airport operations to the restrictions out- 
lined in a special use permit issued by 
the county when the longer jet runway 
was approved for construction. 


The Village of Wheeling wrote to 


Dunne Aug. 18 requesting the in- 
vestigation of airport operations. But no 
official action by the county has been 
taken on the village's request, which 
stemmed from a report to the village 
board made by the citizen's committee. 


The committee and the village, have 


asked for the investigation based on alle- 
gations that Pal-Waukee's jet runway ex- 
ceeds the legal length and that planes 
landing at Pal-Waukee are too heavy for 
the existing runways. 


THE LONGER RUNWAY, heavier 


planes and flight patterns violate the pro- 
visions of the special use permit which 
allows Pal-Waukee to operate the jet 
runway, the committee alleges. 


Another committee charge is that pi- 


lots flying over Wheeling while leaving 
or arriving at Pal-Waukee are using vis- 
ual flight procedures rather than in- 
strumental flight procedures. According 
to the committee only those pilots using 
instrument procedures are to fly over 
Wheeling in arriving or leaving from the 
airport, under the terms of the permit. 


Spokesman for the committee, William 


Rogers of 146 S. Wolf Rd., said yesterday 
that approximately 150 signatures on the 
petition have been collected thus far 
from residents of the southeastern por- 
tion of Wheeling, the area near the air- 
port. 


Rogers said the committee hoped to 


have 300 or 400 signatures by next week 
and would then send the petition to the 
county board. The petition specifically 
asks the county board to confine oper- 
ations at Pal-Waukee to those allowed 
under the special use permit. 


COPIES OF THE special use permit 


have been given to the Federal Depart- 
ment of Transportation which oversees 
the Federal Aviation 
Administration 


(FAA) and to William Yocius, FAA tow- 
er chief at Pal-Waukee, Rogers said. He 
said both Yocius and the Department of 
Transportation were to get a report from 
their legal departments explaining their 
stands on the permit restrictions.

'Soviet Landing No Accident' 


The landing of a U S plane in Soviet 


Armenia last week was not accidental, 
according to Rev Paul Lmdstrom, chair- 
man of the "Remember the Pueblo" 
committee 


The U. S plane with two Army gener- 


als, an Army major pilot and a Turkish 
colonel aboard, has been held in Armenia 
since it landed. 


"We learned 
fiom 
US 
military 


sources that the plane is believed to have 
been diverted into Soviet air space. The 
landing was caused by deliberate Soviet 
radio interference with Turkish radio 
beacons during a period of inclement fly- 
Ing conditions," said Lmdatrpm 


"Another military source said that the 


plane, after crossing the border, was 
apparently forced by three Soviet fighter 
planes to land near the Soviet Armenian 
capital." 


LINDSTROM said he believed that the 


downing of the American plane was con- 
nected to the recent hijacking of a Soviet 
plane to Turkey. "The Soviets hoped that 


by luring a Turkish plane Into their ter- 
ritory, they could create an incident sim- 
ilar to the hijacking 


"By downing an American plane with 


a Turkish officer aboard, they killed two 
birds with one stone," added Lmdstrom 


"We were told by a non-military 


source that the U S. State Department is 
prepared to issue a note expressing re- 
gret for the 'navigation error'," said 
Lindstrom. 


Lmdstrom denounced this action and 


called for a protest "The state depart- 
ment should abandon its 'powder puff 
policies and should take action short of 
overt military force. 


"If we allow the Soviet Union to get by 


this incident without being punished we 
will only encourage those such as the Ko- 
reans to continue with a similar policy."

Richard Stanowski, HELP president, 


explained yesterday the idea of com- 
bining forces was discussed at a meeting 
last 
Thursday 
between 
HELP and 


TORCH officials. Richard Wynn, head of 
the TORCH mental health clinic and di- 
rector of TORCH recreational and social 
programs, was unavailable for comment 
yesterday. 


THE YOUTH COMMISSION lias not 


yet been contacted about the plan, 
though Stanowski said the other two 
groups did plan to talk to youth commis- 
sion members about it. No youth corn- 
mission members attended last Thurs- 
day's meeting. 


He said that TORCH and HELP mem- 


bers wre already beginning to propose 
possible combined projects for the three 


groups. 


Once the three groups work out a plan 


of action they will seek "a blessing of the 
c o a l i t i o n from Wheeling's 
Village 


Board," Stanowski explained. 


The plan to fund the three groups with 


grants from federal, state, and local gov- 
ernments is still under discussion, he 
said. 


Explaining that the joint program is "a 


natural thing for the youth commission 
to become involved in," Stanowski said 
that adding the youth commission to the 
group is admittedly a way to involve the 
village. 


"THESE THREE GROUPS ought to be 


working together, even if one group has 
to head the others," Stanowski said. 


He explained that a tentative agree- 


ment had been reached with TORCH offi- 
cials and that project ideas would be tils- 
cussed at a HELP meeting at 8 p.m. to- 
morrow at Wheeling High School. Also to 
be discussed at that meeting is HELP'S 
proposal for a 24-hour "crisis" phone for 
persons with drug use problems. 


The details of the coalition have not 


yet been worked out. Stanowski said he 
hoped to have representatives of the 
three groups meet to discuss the matter 


prior to their meeting Nov. 16 with the 
village board. 


"We just can't do as much working as 


splinter groups," Stanowski said. "We 
need to bring the whole thing under the 
umbrella of the community. All of our 
youth problems (drugs, vandalism and 
lack of youth activities) are tied togeth- 
er," Stanowski said. 


An application for funds from the Illi- 


nois Law Enforcement Commission is 
still being considered, by the HELP com- 
mittee, Stanowski said. The possibility 
that the groups may seek financial sup- 
port from the Village of Wheeling also 
exists, he added. "That's something we 
still have to discuss among the groups. 
My personal feeling is that if we're go- 
ing to make an appeal for federal funds, 
the community also ought to make a con- 
tribution," he said. 


Stanowski emphasized, however, that 


the main appeal would be for the village 
board to sponsor the combined effort 
rather than to fund it.

The activity 
is also part of the district's "Justice Un- 
der the Law," program this week. 


AT COOPER .JUNIOR High School in 


Buffalo Grove, Wheeling High School po- 
lice liaison officer 
Clarence Trausch 


talked to more than 500 students yester- 
day. 


Kimsey told the Field students that the 


Wheeling Police "are not here to harass 
you. We're here to protect you, your 
property and the school property." 


He told the children a story about a 17- 


year-old boy who stole two records from 
a store and ended up with a criminal 
record which later kept him from getting 
a job he wanted. "That kind of thing hap- 
pens all the time. It's not worth it," Kim- 
sey told the Field students. 


He asked the children about the many 


windows which had been broken 
in 


homes under construction in the area 
around their school last summer. 


"It's 
really neat, throwing a rock 


through a window and getting away with 
it, but how would you like it if somebody 
broke something 
of yours 
just 
for 


kicks?" Kimsey said. 


The sergeant urged the students to 


read a booklet published for the week's 
studies by the Wheeling Women's Club 
and other contributors. 


"BACK IN THE early 1950's Wheeling 


had only one policeman. Instead of the 
$26,000 communications console we have 
today, when there was a call for the po- 
lice, the telephone operator would pull 
down a window shade on the second sto- 
ry of the Wheeling Bank to let the police- 
man know he had a call," Kimsey told 
the youngsters. 


In Buffalo Grove Trausch told the 


Cooper students that "Justice is an ab- 
stract concept and a hard term to de-- 
fine." ' 


Trausch said justice sometimes fails 


when citizens become selfish. "When our 
sense of law and order fails, then there is 
anarchy. When we become selfish and 
are only concerned with ourselves, jus- 
tice breaks down," he said. 


Turning to the use of drugs, Trausch 


said that he has found students at Wheel- 


ing High School take drugs because their 
friends do, they want to be liked or they 
have problems at hom'e. 


"If you need help you can always get it 


from someone who can really help you, 
not from drugs," Trausch said. 


COOPER PRINCIPAL Larry Weaver 


also addressed the students. He com- 
pared the law to the rules established at 
Cooper. "We don't have rules and regu- 
lations except to protect the rights of the 
majority of students, just like in society. 
The police are not there to oppress the 
rights of others but to protect the rights 
of the majority of the people." 


At Whitman School yesterday, Wheel- 


ing Police Chief M.O. Horcher, Village 
Atty. Paul Hamer and representatives 
from the Wheeling Fire Department 
spoke to the students on the same theme.

By a 7 to 5 margin voters gave the

als to raise taxes for the building and 
education funds were turned down. In ad- 
dition, voters also turned down a propos- 
al for a special tax levy to repay a loan 
from the state that would be necessary 
for construction of a new school in Ar- 
lington Heights to begin. 


Though school officials have already 


called for another referendum to'submit 
the three unsuccessful parts to the voters 
again, the final decision on the matter 
rests with the school board.

According 
to the committee only those pilots using 
instrument procedures are to fly over 
Wheeling in arriving or leaving from the 
airport, under the terms of the permit.

Rogers of 146 S. Wolf Rd., said yesterday 
that approximately 150 signatures on the 
petition have been collected thus far 
from residents of the southeastern por- 
tion of Wheeling, the area near the air- 
port. 


Rogers said the committee hoped to 


have 300 or 400 signatures by next week 
and would then send the petition to the 
county board. The petition specifically 
asks the county board to confine oper- 
ations at Pal-Waukee to those allowed 
under the special use permit.

'Soviet Landing No Accident' 


The landing of a U. S. plane in Soviet 


Armenia last week was not accidental, 
according to Rev. Paul Lindstrom, chair- 
man of the "Remember the Pueblo" 
committee. 


The U. S. plane with two Army gener- 


als, an Army major pilot and a Turkish 
colonel aboard, has been held in Armenia 
Since it landed. 


"We 
learned 
from 
U.S. military 


sources that the plane is believed to have 
been diverted into Soviet air space. The 
landing was caused by deliberate Soviet 
radio interference with Turkish radio 
beacons during a period of inclement fly- 
Ing conditions," said Lindstrom. 


"Another military source said that the 


plane, after crossing the border, was 
apparently forced by three Soviet fighter 
planes to land near the Soviet Armenian 
capital," 


LINDSTROM said he believed that the 


downing of the American plane was con- 
nected to the recent hijacking of a Soviet 
plane to Turiey. "The Soviets hoped that 


by luring a Turkish plane Into their ter- 
ritory, they could create an incident sim- 
ilar to the hijacking. 


"By downing an American plane with 


a Turkish officer aboard, they killed two 
birds with one stone," added Lindstrom. 


"We were told by a 
non-mifitary 


source that the U. S. State Department is 
prepared to issue a note expressing re- 
•gret for the 'navigation error'," said 
Lindstrom. 


Lindstrom denounced this action and 


called for a protest. "The state depart- 
ment should abandon its 'powder puff 
policies and should take action short of 
overt military force. 


"If we allow the Soviet Union to get by 


this incident without being punished we 
will only encourage those such as the Ko- 
reans to continue with a similar policy."

of Salt Creek will be presented tomorrow 
night at a public information meeting 
called (or all residents who will be af- 
fected by the project. 


Citizens and local officials from Pala- 


tine, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove, Hoff- 
man Estates. Sehaumburg and Arlington 
Heights are invited to the meeting begin- 
ning at 8 p.m at Harper College, Build- 
ing E, Room 106. 


The Salt Creek Watershed Project is 


proposed to bring flood relief to all of 
those towns in addition to helping some 
of the villages downstream in DuPage 
County. 


Not only will flooding be controlled, but 


several recreational spots are expected 
to be created aiound six proposed reten- 
tion basins. 


The Salt Creek Watershed steering 


c o m m i t t e e is sponsoring tomorrow 
night's meeting for the public. 


IN THE planning stages for more than 


two years, the project now has reached 
the stage of final work plans being com- 
pleted, according to Tom Hamilton, 
chairman of the steering committee. 


"We're holding the meeting so the pub- 


lie can become informed of all the de- 


tails of the work plan," he said 


The largest part of flood relief is ex- 


pected to come from the construction of 
the retention basins, atlhough some wid- 
ening and deepening of the creek is in- 
cluded in the project. 


Three of the retention basins are lo- 


cated in Palatine where two park dis- 
tricts are currently reviewing possible 
recreational uses of the land. Ideas have 
included an amphitheater, ski slope, boat 
marinas and picnic grounds. 


Two other basins are located near Har- 


per College and Sehaumburg 


THE SIXTH reservoir will be built in 


Busse Woods Forest Preserve in Elk 
Grove and will be the largest one. It has 
been proposed that the federal govern- 
ment help share the cost to develop the 
area into a large recreational lake. 


Funding for the entire $50 million plan 


will be shared by the federal government 
and local agencies. Of the $489 million 
estimated cost, $9.5 million will be paid 
with federal funds authorized by the Wa- 
tershed Protection and Flood Prevention 
Act 


But before construction can begin the 


federal government's share of the cost 
must be approved by Congress. The plan 
has been sent to Washington and the 


Congressional go-ahead is expected to 
come in July of next year. 


Completion of the total project will 


take five yijars, according to Hamilton. 


THE PROJECT involves almost 33,000 


acres in Cook County. The DuPage coun- 
ty part of the project is temporarily at a 
standstill because a local sponsor has not 
been found. In Cook County, the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District is the local 
sponsor. 


The plan has been prepared with the 


cooperation of the U S. Soil Conservation 
Service, the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict, the North Cook County Soil and 
Water Conservation District, the Cook 
County Forest Preserve District, the Illi- 
nois Division of Waterways and the Salt 
Creek Watershed Steering Committee.

The phone starts ringing at 6 a.m. ev- 


ery week day in the Gerald Chapman 
home in Palatine. 


Mrs. Chapman answers the phone. It is 


usually a teacher in High School Dist. 211 
calling hi sick. 


This year is the first year the district 


has a centralized substitute recruitment 
center. Until August, when the board ap- 
proved hiring Mrs. Chapman to handle 
calls for substitutes, teachers called their 
school principal. 


"One of the primary motivations in 


setting up the central substitute office 
was for the sake of the principals," 
Bruce Altergott, associate superintend- 
ent, said. "We need to use the principals' 
time as best we can, and getting out of 
bed at 6 a.m to answer the phone is not 
the best way." 


Principals now do not have the anxiety 


and worry about finding a substitute 
teacher before school starts. Mrs. Chap- 
man receives the calls and then contacts 
people on the substitute teacher list. 
About 7 a.m. she calls each high school 
to report which teachers are out for the 
day and who their substitutes are. 


ANOTHER REASON for setting up a 
central substitute office is to help the 
substitutes. "With each principal calling 
people on the substitute teachers list, a 
substitute might get four phone calls one 
morning," Altergott said. "This way, we 
do not bother them with several calls 
early in the morning." 


Mrs. Chapman starts calling substi- 


tutes as soon as she gets a call from a 
teacher. "I sometimes have to hold back 
on filling positions until I know more 
about how many will be out," she said. 
"You can only use men for boys physical 
education, though some of the male sub- 
stitutes are also good in math classes " 


Of the 50 people on her list, about ten 


are men. "We have some airline pilots 
(Who substitute when they are not fly- 
ing;" Mrs. Chapman said. "Most of the 
women are housewives who have no chil- 
dren or their kids can get themselves to 
school." 


SUBSTITUTE TEACHERS are usually 


recruited by 6:50 each morning. "For 
some, there isn't a lot of tune to get to 
school. Palatine and Sehaumburg High 
Schools begin at 7:30 and the teachers 
are supposed to be there by 7:10 each 


morning," Mrs. Chapman said Conant 
High School begins at 7:55 a.m. and 
Fremdat 8'35 a.m. 


Dist. 211 hired Mrs. Chapman to 


coordinate the substitute center because 
of her experience in the district. She 
taught algebra and geometry at Conant 
for one and a half years and at Palatine 
for a year. She has also been a substitute 
teacher in the district. 


"My husband has been a math teacher 


in Dist 211 for six years, so I feel like I 
have known the district that long," she 
said 


"HAVING 
SOMEONE who knows 


something about our schools, the substi- 
tutes, and the schedules has helped make 
this system successful," Altergott said. 
"We have a few wrinkles to iron out yet, 
but the district is satisfied with the way 
the new system is going. It is certainly 
better than the other way with the princi- 
pals." 


An answering service has been ordered 


for the Chapman home so that calls can 
be answered while Mrs. Chapman is on 
another line. "Most of my calls come 
early in the morning before 6:30, but 


teachers can call me the night before be- 
tween 8 and 10.'" 


Usually Mrs. Chapman receives seven 


or eight calls in the morning. "My worst 
day, though, she said, was when I got 17 
calls one morning. That was when the 24- 
hour flu hit the staffs." 


EACH CALL is short. The teacher 


gives her reason for needing a substitute 
and briefly explains what her classes will 
be doing that day. If she has a particular 
substitute in mind, she can suggest that 
person be contacted 


When making calls, Mrs. Chapman is 


also brief. "I ask them if they can substi- 
tute today and then give them details 
about which high school to go to." 


A few times a week, she finds people 


who can't substitute that day. "The com- 
mon reasons are car trouble or a family 
•obligation. Some women have to get a 
babysitter before they can say 'yes' to 
substituting that day." 


While Mrs. Chapman is busy on the 


phone each morning, her family is usual- 
ly asleep. "We have two young children, 
but they don't wake up until 8 or 8:30. 
The phone doesn't bother them or my 
husband," she said.

LINDSTROM said he believed that the 


.downing of the American plane was con- 
•hected to the recent hijacking of a Soviet 
plane to Turkey. "The Soviets hoped that 
by luring a Turkish plane Into their ter- 
ritory, they could create an Incident sim- 
ilar to the hijacking. 


"By downing an American plane with 


•a Turkish officer aboard, they killed two 
birds with one stone," added Llndstrom. 


"We were told by a non-military 


source that the U. S, State Department is 
prepared to issue a note expressing re- 
gret for the 'navigation error'," said 
Lindstrom. 


Lindstrom denounced this action and 


called for a protest. "The state depart- 
ment should abandon its 'powder puff 
policies and should take action short of 
overt military force. 


"If we allow the Soviet Union to get by 


tills incident without being punished we 
will only encourage those such as the Ko- 
reans to continue with a similar policy." 


In addition to his position with the 


"Remember the Pueblo" committee, 
Lindstrom also serves as pastor of the 
Church of Christian Liberty in Prospect 
Heights.

"It's really a joy 
to teach here," 


Mrs. Eileen Scanlon, head of the science 
department and a teacher at St. Theresa 
for six years, said. The new science lab<}- 
ratory for seventh and eighth grade stu- 
dents "which 
opened 
this year 
has 


sparked new interest in science for the 
students and has made teaching the sub- 
ject much easier, she said. 


HER CLASSES have become much 


noisier since the opening of the science 
lab, but they've also become "much 
more fun." Mrs. Scanlon said she allows 
the students to conduct their experiments 
on their own, although there is always a 
supervisor on duty to guard against the 
minor accidents that tend to happen in a 
science lab. 


Another new program at St. Theresa 


this year 
is 
the Listening 
Center. 


Equipped with tapes and earphones, first 
grade students at the school now can 
supplement their classroom lessons with 


the audio material received in the cen- 
ter. 


Plans at the school include setting up a 


Listening Center in each of the primary 
classrooms. Different tapes geared to 
different levels of ability allow each stu- 
dent maximum comprehension of their 
lessons. 


THREE TEACHER aides have also 


been hired by the school to assist the 
regular classroom instructors with the 
new programs. The three aides allow the 
24 other instructors in the school to per- 
form their normal teaching duties while 
they provide individual help and guid- 
ance to a student or small group of stu- 
dents. 


St. Theresa School this year is using a 


non-graded system of teaching. All first 
graders in the school were grouped into 
levels of ability for each subject accord- 
ing to their performance on tests given 
at the beginning of the year. 


All instruction for the current school 


year will be offered to the first graders 
in line with the various levels. Next year, 
grades two and three will also be switch- 
ed over to this new procedure. 


At the end of two complete years of 


non-grading instruction, the program will 
be evaluated by the staff of the school. If 
it has proven satisfactory, the remainder 
of the classrooms will also be switched to 
the new system. 


"THE KIDS ARE all taking to the new 


system extremely well," Mrs. Peggy 
Considine, a first grade instructor at the 
school, said. "It's the parents that we 
still have to convince." 


Because all eight grade levels at St. 


Theresa are departmentalized, the 825 
students enrolled in the school move 
from classroom to classroom for each of 
the day's sessions. The flexibility in- 
volved in this departmentalization has 
helped make the switch to non-grading 
much easier, Mrs. Considine said. It also 
allows teachers with specialties in par- 
ticular fields of instruction more time to 
work with their students in each ability 
level. 


Besides the standard classroom lessons 


in each subject, seventh and eighth 
grade students at St. Theresa have the 
option of taking special elective subjects 
their final two years. 


COURSES IN journalism, knitting, gui- 


tar playing and special crafts are open to 
older students to provide them with In- 
struction in a field of individual Interest. 
The seventh and eighth grade clauses are 
also somewhat isolated from the rest of 
the school classrooms tp allow the (stu- 
dents a degree of privacy and indepen- 
dence. 


According to Sister Janet, principal of 


St. Theresa, the financial problems cur- 
rently plaguing the school and all other 
parochial and private schools in the stutc 
cannot stop the school from developing 
its programs. 


"We can't stand still," Sister Janet 


said, explaining that the volunteer help 
of many church parishioners and parents 
is a great help in the expansion of the 
programs. "We just continue to h o p e 
there will be more heb next year."

Obtains Land For Dist. 211

Administrators in Dist. 211 will soon 


spend hundreds of working hours decid- 
ing how to spend $17 million from a re- 
cent referendum for new school build- 
ings. 


But before they could even consider ar- 


chitect's plans, many unpaid overtime 
hours have been spent by a civic-minded 
resident to obtain land for the school 


0. V. Anderson is an Arlington Heights 


resident who believes civic projects are 
great to work on. "I've done them all my 
life. When Dist. 211 asked me in January 
to help them find land, I volunteered to 
help." 


A member of the Arlington Heights 


plan commission, Anderson worked with- 
out pay for 10 months of Dist. 2ll's rea 
estate agent. He was able to get options 
on on additional 20 acres each for the 
Wise Road school site in Schaumburg 
and the Winston Park site in Palatine. 


With voter approval in September to 


purchase the additional acreage, Ander- 
son's job is practically done for the dis- 


"All that's left now Is work the attor- 


neys have to do.'I've worked many, 
many hours on these two real estate 
deals, and unless something comes up 
before the options are up, I'm pretty well 
out of It." 


As his last helpful gesture, Anderson 


has negotiated with the gas company for will cost almost $500,000. 
permission to use a gas easement on the 
north side of the Wise Road site as a 
roadway, which will give the district five 
extra acres to use. 


When ho started on his project to find 


two 60-acre sites for Dist. 211, Anderson 
began by surveying the whole area, "I 
wasn't convinced the sites they had were 
the best, so f checked around. 


"Once I decided the current sites were 


the best available, I contacted all the 
property owners adjacent to the school 
property." 


One of Anderson's maxims is: never 


talk to a property owner until you know 
how much the property is worth. "I ap- 
praised the property and then tried to 
get the best deal for the school district," 
Anderson said. 


On the Wise Road site in Schaumburg, 


he came up with 20 acres east of the 
school site which will give the district 
access to Plum Grove Road, as well as 
Wise Road. 


In,Palatine, Anderson obtained an op- 


tion for the district on property directly 
north of the present site, which is south- 
west of Rand and Dundee roads. 


"I believe you must have a deal which 


Is fair to both parties. The district got a 
good buy, but the property owners also 
got a good deal." 


Totally, the property Dist. 211 will pur- 


chase because of Anderson's negotiating 


Though he is helping the district spend 


half a million dollars, Anderson has also 
helped keep the cost of the additional 
land down. 


He has worked since January without 


fee, and Dist. 211 board members and 
administrators thanked him last night 
with a testimonial dinner and a plaque. 


"I always try to help out," Anderson 


said. "I get many calls from groups who 
want advice about buying property.'.' An- 
derson's advice is based on 34 years in 
real estate. He is presently a real estate 
specialist for Union Oil Co. 


"I bought this piece of land the com- 


pany now sits on," he said. Union Oil is 
located on Golf Road just east of Mea- 
cham Road. 


"My job as a real estate specialist in 


this area qualifies me to give groups ad- 
vice, but I also make it my business to 
know what is going on." 


As a planning commissioner, he takes 


a good look at property coming to the 
board before he goes to plan commission 
meetings. "I refuse to sit up there and 
discuss a piece of property without look- 
ing at it and making some evaluation for 
myself as to whether the use requested is 
good for that property." 


Anderson has seen much of the proper- 


ty he has given advice on be successfully 
developed. "I was once involved with 
Pal-Waukee Airport. Several companies

thought of building a larger airport so 
they could land planes there." Anderson 
is no longer involved with the airport, 
though it has developed and expanded, 
as he originally proposed. 


"My wife says I'm a sucker for pain,

Residents Urge 


Airport Probe 


A Wheeling citizens committee is cir- 


culating a petition calling for the approv- 
al of a two-month-old request for a coun- 
ty investigation into the operating prac- 
tices at Pal-Waukee Airport south of 
Wheeling. 


The request was made to George 


Dunne, president of the Cook 
County 


board, and county board members. 


The petition asks the Cook County 


Board of Commissioners to hold an in- 
vestigation into the airport and to confine 
airport operations to the restrictions out- 
lined in a special use permit issued by 
tlie county when the longer jet runway 
was approved for construction. 


The Village of Wheeling wrote to 


Dunne Aug. 18 requesting 
the 
in- 


vestigation of ail-port operations. But no 
official action by the county has been 
taken on the village's request, which 
stemmed from a report to the village 
board made by the citizen's committee. 


The committee and the village, have 


asked for the investigation based on alle- 
gations that Pal-Waukee's jet runway ex- 
ceeds the legal length and that planes 
landing at Pal-Waukee are too heavy for 
the existing runways. 


THE LONGER 
RUNWAY, 
heavier 


planes and flight patterns violate the pro- 
visions of the special use permit which 
allows Pal-Waukee to operate the jet 
runway, the committee alleges. 


Another committee charge is that pi- 


lots flying over Wheeling while leaving 
or arriving at Pal-Waukee are using vis- 
ual flight procedures rather than in- 
strumental flight procedures. According 
to the committee only those pilots using 
instrument procedures are to fly over 
Wheeling in arriving or leaving from the 
ail-port, under the terms of the permit. 


Spokesman for thqglommittee, William 


Rogers of 146 S. Wolf Rd., said yesterday 
that approximately 150 signatures on the 
petition have been collected thus far 
from residents of the southeastern por- 
tion of Wheeling, the area near the air- 
port. 


Rogers said the committee hoped to 


have 300 or 400 signatures by next week 
and would then send the petition to the 
county board. The petition specifically 
asks the county board to confine oper- 
ations at Pal-Waukee to those allowed 
under the special use permit. 


COPIES OF THE special use permit 


have been given to the Federal Depart- 
ment of Transportation which oversees 
the Federal Aviation 
Administration 


(FAA) and to William Yocius, FAA tow- 
er chief at Pal-Waukee, Rogers said. He 
said both Yocius and the Department of 
Transportation were to get a report from 
their legal departments explaining their 
stands on the permit restrictions. 


In the letter sent to the officials and 


distributed to residents of southeastern 
Wheeling, Rogers calls the njanes land- 


ing and taking off from Pal-Waukee's 
NNW-SSE (jet) runway "a threat to your 
safety." 


In connection with the petition, Rogers 


has drafted a letter 
headed, "Pal- 


Waukee Air Traffic, a Threat to Your 
Safety," and distributed it to village 
board members and to persons who 
signed the petition. 


HE TERMED THE planes landing and 


taking off from 
Pal-Waukee's north, 


northwest-south, southeast runway (jet) 
runway "a threat to your safety." 


In the letter Rogers charges the acci- 


dent rate for private and commercial 
aircraft of the type at Pal-Waukee is five 
times greater than that for other com- 
mercial aircraft. The letter urges offi- 
cials and citizens to write to Dunne ex- 
pressing concern about the situation.

Citizens' groups from Buffalo Grove 


and northern Arlington Heights last night 
gave firm public support to a specific 
plan to prevent a shift of their children 
to Rolling Meadows High School. 


Eugene Flynn, speaking for the Cooper 


Junior High School attendance area in 
Dist. 21, presented a 1,794-signature pe- 
tition supporting Plan A to the high 
school Dist. 214 Board. 


A few minutes later, James Shirley, 


president of the 
Strathmore Home- 


owners'. Assn. in Buffalo Grove, pre- 
sented a letter to the board offering sup- 
port for the same plan. 


Plan A, as proposed to the board in 


July, would shift a number of students 
from southern Arlington Heights north of 
Central Road to Rolling Meadows High 
School. It would keep students in Buffalo 
Grove and northern Arlington Heights at 
Wheeling High School for the present 
time. • 


Both groups were opposing Plan C-l, a 


proposal to bus students from the Cooper 
attendance area to Rolling Meadows 
High School, a distance of six miles. 
That proposal was drafted by residents 
of southwest Arlington Heights and pre- 
sented to the board two weeks ago. 


A third petition was presented to the 


board by Mrs. Clifford Johnson, a resi- 
den of the Dryden School attendance 
area in south-central Arlington Heights. 
She asked that children from her area be 
allowed to attend Arlington High School. 
Plan A, as proposed, would send students 
from her area both to Rolling Meadow; 
High School and to Arlington High School 


THE 
200 PERSONS attending the 


meeting last night were quiet and order- 
ly. The petition presentations were fol- 
lowed by questions from the audience. 
directed to the board members. 


School Superintendent Edward Gilbert, 


at the beginning of the meeting, read a 
letter from Donald Thompson village 
president of Buffalo Grove. Thompson 
reported that his village board was upsel 
with the proposal to bus students to Roll- 
ing Meadows and he asked for a meeting 
with the 214 board. 


Later. Gilbert said a final boundary de- 


cision would have to be made very soon 
by the school board. He projected a deci- 
sion by November on the matter. 


The district is also conducting a survey 


of student interest in an open attendance 
plan. The results of that survey should 
be available at the next board meeting.

tion basins.

IN THE planning stages for more than 


two years, the project now has reached 
the stage of final work plans being com-

"We're holding the meeting so the pub- 


lic can become informed of all the de- 
tails of the work plan," he said. 


The largest part of flood relief is ex- 


pected to come from the construction of 
the retention basins, although some wid- 
ening and deepening of the creek is in- 
cluded in the project. 


Three of the retention basins are lo- 


cated in Palatine where two park dis- 
tricts are currently reviewing possible 
recreational uses of the land. Ideas have 
included an amphitheater, ski slope, boat 
marinas and picnic grounds. 


Two other basins are located near Har- 


per College and Schaumburg. 


THE SIXTH reservoir will be built in 


Busse Woods Forest Preserve in Elk 
Grove and will be the largest one. It has 
been proposed that the federal govern- 
ment help share the cost to develop the 
area into a large recreational lake. 


Funding for the entire $50 million plan 


will be shared by the federal government 
and local agencies. Of the $40.9 million 
estimated cost, $9.5 million will be paid 
with federal funds authorized by the Wa- 
tershed Protection and Flood Prevention 
Act. 


But before construction can begin the 


federal government's share of the cost 
must be approved by Congress. The plan 
has been sent to Washington and the 
Congressional go-ahead is expected to 
come in July of next year.

'•plane to Turkey. "The Soviets hoped that 
'«l)y luring a Turkish plane Into their ter- 
"ritory, they could create an incident Sim- 
Oar to the hijacking. 
;•- "By downing an American plane with 
••a' Turkish officer aboard, they killed two 
birds with one stone," added Lindstrom. 
' "We were told by a non-military 
source that the U. S. State Department is 
prepared to Issue a note expressing re- 
gret for the 'navigation error'," said 
Lindstrom. 


Lindstrom denounced this action and 


called for a protest. "The state depart- 
ment should abandon its 'powder puff 
policies and should take action short of 
overt military force. 


"If we allow the Soviet Union to get by 


this Incident without being punished we 
will only encourage those such as the Ko- 
reans to continue with a similar policy."

Mrs, Eileen Scanlon, head of the science 
department and a teacher at St, Theresa 
for six years, said. The new science labo- 
ratory for seventh and eighth grade stu- 
dents which opened this year has 
sparked new interest in science for the 
students and has made teaching the sub- 
ject much easier, she said. 


HER CLASSES have become much 


noisier since the opening of the science 
lab, but they've also become "much 
more fun." Mrs. Scanlon said she allows 
the students to conduct their experiments 
on their own, although there is always a 
supervisor on duty to guard against the 
minor accidents that tend to happen in a 
science lab. 


Another new program at St. Theresa 


this year 
is the Listening Center. 


Equipped with tapes and earphones, first 
grade students at the school now can 
supplement their classroom lessons with 


the audio material received in the cen- 
ter. 


Plans at the school include setting up a 


Listening Center in each of the primary 
classrooms. Different tapes geared to 
different levels of ability allow each stu- 
dent maximum comprehension of their 
lessons. 


THREE TEACHER aides have also 


been hired by the school to assist the 
regular classroom instructors with the 
new programs. The three aides allow the 
24 other instructors in the school to per- 
form their normal teaching duties while 
they provide individual help and guid- 
ance to a student or small group1 of stu- 
dents. 


St. Theresa School this year is using a 


non-graded system of teaching. All first 
graders in the school were grouped into 
levels of ability for each subject accord- 
ing to their performance on tests given 
at the beginning of the year. 


All instruction for the current school 


year will be offered to the first graders 
in line with the various levels. Next year, 
grades two and three will also be switch- 
ed over to this new procedure. 


At the end of two complete years of 


non-grading instruction, the program will 
be evaluated by the staff of the school. If 
it has proven satisfactory, the remainder 
of the classrooms will also be switched to 
the new system. 


"THE KIDS ARE all taking to the new 


system extremely well," Mrs. Peggy 
Considine, a first grade instructor at the 
school, said. "It's the parents that we 
still have to convince." 


Because all eight grade levels at St. 


Theresa are departmentalized, the 825 
students enrolled In the school move 
from classroom to classroom for each of 
the day's sessions. The flexibility in- 
volved in this departmentalization has 
helped make the switch to non-grading 
much easier, Mrs. Considine said. It also 
allows teachers with specialties in par- 
ticular fields of instruction more time to 
work with their students in each ability 
level. 


Besides the standard classrooir, lessons 


in each subject, seventh and eighth 
grade students at St. Theresa have the 
option of taking special elective subjects 
their final two years. 


COURSES IN journalism, knitting, gui- 


tar playing and special crafts are open to 
older students to provide them with in- 
struction in a field of individual interest. 
The seventh and eighth grade classes are 
also somewhat isolated from the rest of 
the school classrooms to allow the stu- 
dents a degree of privacy and indepen- 
dence. 


According to Sister Janet, principal of 


St. Theresa, the financial problems cur- 
rently plaguing the school and all other 
parochial and private schools in the state 
cannot stop the school from developing 
its programs. 


"We can't stand still," Sister Janet 


said, explaining that the volunteer help 
of many church parishioners and parents 
is a great help in the expansion of the 
programs. "We just continue to h o p e 
there will be more help next year."

As his lost helpful gesture, Anderson

has negotiated with the gas company for will cost almost $500,000. 
permission to use a gas easement on the 
north side of the Wise Road site as a 
roadway, which will give the district five 
extra acres to use. 


When he started on his project to find 


two 80-acre sites for Dist. 211, Anderson 
began by surveying the whole area. "I 
wasn't convinced the sites they had were 
the best, so I checked around. 


"Once I decided the current sites were 


the best available, I contacted all the 
property owners adjacent to the school 
property." 


One of Anderson's maxims is: never 


talk to a property owner until you know 
how much the property is worth. "I ap- 
praised the property and then tried to 
get the best deal for the school district," 
Anderson said. 


On the Wise Road site in Schaumburg, 


he came up with 20 acres east of the 
school site which will give the district 
access to Plum Grove Road, as well as ' 
Wise Road. 


In Palatine, Anderson obtained an op- 


tion for the district on property directly 
north of the present site, which is south- 
west of Rand and Dundee roads, 


"I believe you must have a deal which 


is fair to both parties. The district got a 
good buy, but the property owners also 
got a good deal." 


Totally, the property Dist. 211 will pur- 


chase because of Anderson's negotiating 


Though he is helping the district spend 


half a million dollars, Anderson has also 
helped keep the cost of the additional 
land down. 


He has worked since January without 


fee, and Dist. 211 board members and 
administrators thanked him last night 
with a testimonial dinner and a plaque. 


"I always try to help out," Anderson 


said. "I get many calls from groups who 
want advice about buying property." An- 
derson's advice is based on 34 years in 
real estate. He is presently a real estate 
specialist for Union Oil Co. 


"I bought this piece of land the com- 


pany now sits on," he said. Union Oil is 
located on Golf Road just east of Mea- 
cham Road. 


"My job as a real estate specialist in 


this area qualifies me to give groups ad- 
vice, but I also make it my business to 
know what is going on." 


As a planning commissioner, he takes 


a good look at property coming to the 
board before he goes to plan commission 
meetings. "I refuse to sit up there and 
discuss a piece of property without look- 
ing at it and making some evaluation for 
myself as to whether the use requested is 
good for that property." 


Anderson has seen much of the proper- 


ty he has given advice on be successfully 
developed. "I was once involved with 
Pal-Waukee Airport.

Residents Urge 
Airport Probe 


A Wheeling citizens committee is cir- 


culating a petition calling for the approv- 
al of a two-month-old request for a coun- 
ty investigation into the operating prac- 
tices at Pal-Waukee Airport south of 
Wheeling. 


The request was made to George 


Dunne, president of the Cook 
County 


board, and county board members. 


The petition asks the Cook County 


Board of Commissioners to hold an in- 
vestigation into the airport and to confine 
airport operations to the restrictions out- 
lined in a special use permit issued by 
the county when the longer jet runway 
was approved for construction. 


The Village of Wheeling wrote to 


Dunne Aug. 18 requesting 
the 
in- 


vestigation of airport operations. But no 
official action by the county has been 
taken on the village's request, which 
stemmed from a report to the village 
board made by the citizen's committee. 


The committee and the village, have 


asked for the investigation based on alle- 
gations that Pal-Waukee's jet runway ex- 
ceeds the legal length and that planes 
landing at Pal-Waukee are too heavy for 
the existing runways. 


THE LONGER 
RUNWAY,

planes and flight patterns violate the pro- 
visions of the special use permit which 
allows Pal-Waukee to operate the jet 
runway, the committee alleges. 


Another committee charge is that pi- 


lots flying over Wheeling while leaving 
or arriving at Pal-Waukee are using vis- 
ual flight procedures rather than in- 
strumental flight procedures. According 
to the committee only those pilots using 
instrument procedures are to fly over 
Wheeling in arriving or leaving from the 
airport, under the terms of the permit. 


Spokesman for the committee, William 


Rogers of 146 S. Wolf Rd., said yesterday 
that approximately 150 signatures on the 
petition have been collected thus far 
from residents of the southeastern por- 
tion of Wheeling, the area near the air- 
port.

Dist. 21 Condemns 
Six Acre Parcel 


As expected, the Dist. 21 school board 


has voted to condemn six acres adjacent 
to the Lamplighter Apartments on Wolf 
Road south of Wheeling. 


The board made the decision at its 


meeting last week. At an earlier meeting 
the board voted to condemn the land if 
the property's owners chose not to accept 
an offer from the district to buy the site 
for $1,000. Ken Gill, Dist. 21 superintend- 
ent, said at that time he did not expect 
the offer to be accepted. 


Everett Lewy, the school district's at- 


torney, told the board last week that the 
owners of the property, the group that 
owns the Lamplighter Apartments, 
turned down the offer and chose not to 
make a counter-offer. 


THE DECISION TO condemn came de- 


spite an earlier agreement, still in effect, 
between the school district and the prop- 
erty owners, under which the site will be 
donated to the school district. The agree- 
ment is contingent however, on whether 
the Cook County Board allows a rezonlng 
proposal for the Lamplighter site that 
would allow any building that might be 
damaged or destroyed to be rebuilt.

A third petition was presented to the

'Soviet Landing No Accident' 


The landing of a U. S. plane in Soviet 


Armenia last week was not accidental, 
according to Rev. Paul Lindstrom, chair- 
man of the "Remember the Pueblo" 
committee. 


The U, S. plane with two Army gener- 


als, an Army major pilot and a Turkish 
colonel aboard, has been held in Armenia 
since it landed. 


"We learned from 
U.S. military 


sources that the plane is believed to have 
been diverted into Soviet air space. The 
landing was caused by deliberate Soviet 
radio interference with Turkish radio 
beacons during a period of inclement fly- 
ing conditions," said Lindstrom. 


"Another military source said that the 


plane, after crossing the border, was 
apparently forced by three Soviet fighter 
planes to land near the Soviet Armenian 
capital." 


LINDSTROM said he believed that the 


downing of the American plane was con- 
nected to the recent hijacking of a Soviet 
plane to Turkey. "The Soviets hoped that 


by luring a Turkish plane into their ter- 
ritory, they could create an incident sim- 
ilar to the hijacking. 


"By downing an American plane with 


a Turkish officer aboard, they killed two 
birds with one stone," added Lindstrom. 


"We were told by a non-military 


source that the U. S. State Department is 
prepared to issue a note expressing re- 
gret for the 'navigation error'," said 
Lindstrom. 


Lindstrom denounced this action and 


called for a protest. "The state depart- 
ment should abandon its 'powder puff 
policies and should take action short of 
overt military force. 


"If we allow the Soviet Union to get by 


this incident without being punished we 
will only encourage those such as the Ko- 
reans to continue with a similar policy."

ONE OF THE advantages of being in 


the Elk Grove Park District is that the 
tax rate is lower than in the Mount Pros- 


pect Park District, he said. 


The 19C8 tax rate,in the Elk Grove 


Park District was 26 cents for $100 of 
assessed valuation while in the Mount 
Prospect Park District the rate was 36 
cents. 


Hauser estimated that the area has an 


assessed valuation of from six to eight 
million dollars. 


Hauser noted that if the area is ever 


disannexed and annexed, the Elk Grove 
Park District would have to assume the 
bonded indebtedness obligations from the 
Mount Prospect Park District until they 
could be liquidated. 


A way in which the area could be an- 


nexed to the Elk Grove Park District ex- 
ists if residents and industrialists were to 
petition for dlsannexation and annexa- 
tion. 


No interest has been shown by proper- 


ty owners to do so recently though an 
attempt was made several years ago. 


Com Edison Zaps 
Lit Decorations 


Members of the Mount Prospect Cham- 


ber of Commerce aren't dreaming of a 
lighted Christmas this year. 


Unlike some surrounding 
villages, 


Christmas decorations 
hanging 
from 


Commonwealth Edison Co. poles will not 
be lighted. 


For the past few years the bulk of the 


village's Christmas decorations consisted 
of unlighted lanterns and wreaths on the 
Commonwealth Edison utility poles. The 
idea of lighting these decorations went 
by the wayside because of a Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. policy. 


John Weber, a member of the Cham- 


ber of commerce and employe of Com- 
monwealth Edison, said, "We permit the 
use of decorations on our utility poles by 
a request from the village or any other 
responsible organization which provides 
the necessary insurance in case the deco- 
ration falls and Injures someone. 


"However, our policy does not permit 


wiring the poles for electricity for rea- 
sons of safety. If there was a snowstorm 
or blizzard our men would have to crawl 
around and fix the thing which involves a 
certain amount of risk," said Weber. 


Weber explained that the reason other 


surrounding villages have 
illuminated 


lights on utility poles is because the poles 


themselves are owned by the village and 
not the Commonwealth Edison Co. Utility 
poles in Mount Prospect are not owned 
by the village. 


THE APPROXIMATELY SO lanterns 


and wreaths used by the Village of 
Mount Prospect can be adapted for light- 
ing but were purchased with the full un- 
derstanding of the Commonwealth Edi- 
son policy, according to Weber. 


Paul Dasso, president of the chamber 


of commerce, said the organization is 
urging businessmen to provide their own 
store front decorations, preferably lit to 
"keep the Christmas spirit alive in 
Mount Prospect." 


"These Christmas decorations are ex- 


pensive and the Chamber doesn't have 
that kind of money. For that reason we 
are urging all merchants to provide their 
own decorations, whether they are mem- 
bers of the Chamber or not," said Dasso. 


Weber said there has been a certain 


amount of complaints from residents of 
Mount Prospect concerning the lack of 
lighted Christmas decorations in the vil- 
lage. 


Dasso said the decorations will go up 


"shortly after Thanksgiving" and will re- 
main up "until two weeks after New 
Years."

program ever since. 


Largely because of her work with the 


centers in Dlst. 59, she was recently se- 
lected for listing in the latest volume of 
"Outstanding Educators of America." 


Mrs, Maun, a vibrant woman, likes the 


independence children can achieve in a 
learning center situation, "It is one of 
the few times when they can have some 
say about what then* educational pro- 
gram Is going to be," she explained. 


BELIEVING THAT learning centers 


and libraries should be located in one 
room, she points out, "if a youngster 
reads a book and wants to learn some- 
thing more about the subject, he can 
turn to the film and tape collections in 
the center immediately." 


In her present position, Mrs. Maun 


makes recommendations on programs' 
for all Dlst. 59 centers. The district's 
schools include students from Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines. While she exam- 
ines catalogues and orders many of the 
materials used by the centers, she firmly 


maintains that the educational tools are 
secondary. 


The first and most important in- 


gredient of a good learning center, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Maun, is the staff that 
mans it. "We look for persons who can 
relate to children and other teachers; 
persons who really want to individualize

instruction to best suit the needs of each 
student," she said. 


Learning centers are now operating in 


all Dist. 59 schools with a minimum staff 
of a teacher and two aides or para-pro- 
fessionals. 
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MRS. 
MAUN, an Arlington Heights 


resident for 15 years, worked in advertis- 
ing when she first graduated from col- 
lege. After several years at home, when 
her children were young, she made the 
decision to return to college for a mas- 
ter's degree in education. She has since 
served as classroom teacher, learning 
center director and principal. 


She now works half-time as media 


coordinator and is also working toward a 
second master's degree which she hopes 
to receive by next summer from Rosary 
College. 


Two evenings a week she "tandem 


teaches" with another educator, teaching 
courses sponsored by the College of Du- 
Page. Most of her students are learning 
center aides in Dist. 59 who wish to learn 
more about library and learning center 
work. While those taking the course re- 
ceive college credits, they attend classes 
located/in Dist. 59. 


Mrs. Maun traced the history of a local 


school learning center this year for "The 
Library Binder." Her article on the cen- 
ter In Dempster Junior High School ap- 
pears hi the June, 1970, issue of the li- 
brary magazine. 


SHE ALSO tackled a controversial sub- 


ject recently in an article appearing in 
"Highlights," a publication of the Nation- 
al Association of Secondary School Prin- 
cipals. She says the reaction to the ar- 
ticle, "Public Appearance: A Hairy 
Problem," was swift and varied. 


Originally written as a graduate course 


paper in school law for Bradley Univer- 
sity, the article traces the legal decisions 
and principles affecting student dress 
and general appearance. 


While Mrs. Maun maintains that stu- 


dents' appearance should not be allowed 
to disrupt education programs, she ar- 
gues that, "How can students know if 
their hair or mini-dresses will create a 
disturbance unless they are allowed to 
attend classes in the first place." 


She believes strongly that "a student 


should be judged as a total person, not 
just a hair cut or a mini-skirt."

sponsored by the National Institute of 
Lav? Enforcement and Criminal Justice, 
all * »uio communications for the three 
p o l i c e departments will be routed 
through the main center, which will be 
staffed by members of each poire de- 
partment. Regulations for the operation 
of the central dispatching system will be 


established by the Uiiee police chiefs in 
volved m the test perfoimance of the 
system 


MAYOR ROBERT Teichert said the 


radio equipment for the communications 
center will be purchased thiough a feder- 
al grant, pending appioval of the apph 
cation by the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission 


Although the ladio equipment for the 


center will be purchased with a fedeial 
grant, the three villages pai ticipating in 
the program will share the additional 
cost of maintenance and labor The fi- 
nancial responsibility of each community 
is based on its population 


Arlington Herghts will pay 531 per cent 


of any additional costs, while Mount 
Prospect will pay 29 2 pel cent and Elk 
Gr ove Village will pay 17 7 per cent 


ACCORDING TO the resolution ap- 


pioved by the village board last week, 
any of the three police departments will 
have the option to quit the program upon 
completion of the 18-month trial test 
Mount Prospect police will not be obli 
gated to continue with the program 
if 


they are dissatisfied with the system 


Chief Newell Esmond said the police 


department now shares a radio frequen 
cy with 12 police departments in the 
area Under the central dispatching sys 
tern, only the three departments in the 
network will share the same radio fre- 
quency 


Esmond said this will be a tremendous 


improvement in police radio commu- 
nications because the frequency on which 
the department now broadcasts is ex- 
tremely crowded "There are times when 
broadcast space is not available, the ra- 
dio contact must be postponed until the 
frequency is cleared," he sard

, A Mount Prospect park official said 
Friday he is not interested in dis- 
annexing a portion of the Mount Pros- 
pect Park District so it may be annexed 
to the Elk Grove Park District. 


Robert Jackson, park board president, 


said it would be of no advantage to dis- 
annex the area bounded by the North- 
wcot Tollway.

Elk Grove Park District officials have 


Indicated the area should be in their 
park district because of its proximity to 
Elk Grove Village and Elk Grove Park 
District recreational facilities.

trict wanted the area because of its high 
assessed valuation caused by the indus- 
trial and commercial use of the land.

pect Park District, he said. 


The 1969 tax rate in the Elk Grove 


Park District was 26 cents for $100 of 
assessed valuation while in the Mount 
Prospect Park District the rate was 36 
cents. 


Hauser estimated that the area has an 


assessed valuation of from six to eight 
million dollars. 


Hauser noted that if the area is ever 


disannexed and annexed, the Elk Grove 
Park District would have to assume the 
bonded indebtedness obligations from the 
Mount Prospect Park District until they 
could be liquidated. 


A way in which the area could be an- 


nexed to the Elk Grove Park District ex- 
ists if residents and industrialists were to 
petition for disannexation and annexa- 
tion. 


No interest has been shown by proper- 


ty owners to do so recently though an 
attempt was made several years ago. 


Com Edison Zaps 
Lit Decorations 


Members of the Mount Prospect Cham- 


ber of Commerce aren't dreaming of a 
lighted Christmas this year. 


Unlike some surrounding villages, 


Christmas decorations hanging from 
Commonwealth Edison Co. poles will not 
be lighted. 


For the past few years the bulk of the 


village's Christmas decorations consisted 
of unlighted lanterns and wreaths on the 
Commonwealth Edison utility poles. The 
idea of lighting these decorations went 
by the wayside because of a Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. policy. 


John Weber, a member of the Cham- 


ber of commerce and employe of Com- 
monwealth Edison, said, "We permit the 
use of decorations on our utility poles by 
a request from the village or any other 
responsible organization which provides 
the necessary insurance in case the deco- 
ration falls and injures someone. 


"However, our policy does not permit 


wiring the poles for electricity for rea- 
sons of safety. If there was a snowstorm 
or blizzard our men would have to crawl 
around and fix the thing which involves a 
certain amount of risk," said Weber. 


Weber explained that the reason other 


surrounding villages have illuminated 
lights on utility poles is because the polts 


themselves are owned by the village and 
not the Commonwealth Edison Co. Utility 
poles in Mount Prospect are not owned 
by the village. 


THE APPROXIMATELY 59 lanterns 


and wreaths used by the Village of 
Mount Prospect can be adapted for light- 
ing but were purchased with the full un- 
derstanding of the Commonwealth Edi- 
son policy, according to Weber. 


Paul Dasso, president of the chamber 


of commerce, said the organization is 
urging businessmen to provide their own 
store front decorations, preferably lit to 
"keep the Christmas spirit alive in 
Mount Prospect." 


"These Christmas decorations are ex- 


pensive and the Chamber doesn't have 
that kind of money. For that reason we 
are urging all merchants to provide their 
own decorations, whether they are mem- 
bers of the Chamber or not," said Dasso. 


Weber said there has been a certain 


amount of complaints from residents of 
Mount Prospect concerning the lack of 
lighted Christmas decorations in the vil- 
lage. 


Dasso said the decorations will go up 


"shortly after Thanksgiving" and will re- 
main up "until two weeks after New 
Years."

port for the same plan. 


Plan A, as proposed to the board in 


July, would shift a number of students 
from southern Arlington Heights north of 
Central Road to Rolling Meadows High 
School. It would keep students in Buffalo 
Grove and northern Arlington Heights at 
Wheeling High School for the present 
time. 


Both groups were opposing Plan C-l, a 


proposal to bus students from the Cooper 
attendance area to Rolling Meadows 
High School, a distance of six miles. 
That proposal was drafted by residents 
of southwest Arlington Heights and pre- 
sented to the board two weeks ago. 


A third petition was presented to the 


board by Mrs. Clifford Johnson, a resi- 
den of the Dryden School 
attendance 


area in south-central Arlington Heights 
She asked that children from her area be 
allowed to attend Arlington High School. 
Plan A, as proposed, would send students 
from her area both to Rolling Meadows 
High School and to Arlington High School. 


THE

ly The petition presentations were fol- 
lowed by questions from the audience, 
directed to the board members. 


School Superintendent Edward Gilbert, 


at the beginning of the meeting, read a 
letter from Donald Thompson village 
president of Buffalo Grove Thompson 
reported that his village board was upset 
with the proposal to bus students to Roll- 
ing Meadows and he asked for a meeting 
with the 214 board.

In other action, the board heard a pre- 


liminary proposal to transfer children 
from the Patton Elementary School area 
to Rand Junior High School. Sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth graders from the Patton 
area now attend Thomas Junior High 
School 


The board members and adminis- 


trators will communicate with residents 
about the boundary change and explain 
the action before it is made final. All of 
the students from Patton would be bused 
at district expense to Rand Junior High 
School, and eighth graders would be giv- 
en a choice for the first year of the 
change, Strong said.

Largely because of her work with the 


centers in Dist. 59, she. was recently se- 
lected for listing in the latest volume of 
"Outstanding Educators of America." 


Mrs. Maun, a vibrant woman, likes the 


independence children can achieve in a 
learning center situation. "It is one of 
the few times when they can have some 
say about what then- educational pro- 
gram is going to be," she explained 


BELIEVING THAT learning centers 


and libraries should be located in one 
room, she points out, "if a youngster 
reads a book and wants to learn some- 
thing more about the subject, he can 
turn to the film and tape collections in 
the center immediately " 


In her present position, Mrs. Maun 


makes recommendations on programs 
for all Dist 59 centers. The district's 
schools include students from Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines While she exam- 
ines catalogues and orders many of the 
materials used by the centers, she firmly 
maintains that the educational tools are 
secondary. 


The first and most important in- 


gredient of a good learning center, ac- 
cording to Mrs Maun, is the staff that 
mans it "We look for persons who can 
relate to children and other teachers; 
persons who really want to individualize 
instruction to best suit the needs of each 
student," she said 


Learning centers are now operating in 


all Dist. 59 schools with a minimum staff 
of a teacher and two aides or para-pro- 
fessionals 


MRS. MAUN, an Arlington Heights 


resident for 15 years, worked in advertis- 
ing when she first graduated from col- 
lege. After several years at home, when 
her children were young, she made the 
decision to return to college for a mas- 
ter's degree in education, She has since 
served as classroom teacher, learning 
center director and principal. 


She now works half-time as media 


coordinator and is also working toward a 
second master's degree which she hopes 


to receive by next summer from Rosary 
College. 


Two evenings a week she "tandem 


teaches" with another educator, teaching 
courses sponsored by the College of Du- 
Page. Most of her students are learning 
center aides in Dist. 59 who wish to learn 
more about library and learning center 
work. While those taking the course re- 
ceive college credits, they attend classes 
located in Dist 59 


Mrs Maun traced the history of a local 


school learning center this year for "The 
Library Binder." Her article on the cen- 
ter in Dempster Junior High School ap- 
pears in the June, 1970, issue of the li- 
brary magazine. 


SHE ALSO tackled a controversial sub- 


ject recently in an article appearing in 
"Highlights," a publication of the Nation- 
al Association of Secondary School Prin- 
cipals. She says the reaction to the ar- 
ticle, "Public Appearance 
A Hairy 


Problem," was swift and varied. 


Originally written zs a graduate course 


paper in school law for Bradley Univer- 
sity, the article traces the legal decisions 
and principles affecting student dress 
and general appearance. 


While Mrs. Maun maintains that stu- 


dents' appearance should not be allowed 
to disrupt education programs, she ar- 
gues that, "How can students know if

great to work on "I've done them all my 
life. When Dist. 211 asked me in January 
to help them find land, I volunteered to 
help." 


A member of the Arlington Heights 


plan commission, Anderson worked with- 
out pay for 10 months of Dist. 211's rea 
estate agent. He was able to get options 
on an additional 20 acres each for the 
Wise Road school site in Schaumburg 
<md the Winston Park site in Palatine. 


With voter approval in September to 


purchase the additional acreage, Ander- 
son's job is practically done for tho dis- 
trict: 


"All that's left now ls> work the attor- 


neys have to do. I've worked many, 
many hours on these two real estate 
deals, and unless something comes up 
before the options arc up, I'm pretty well 
out of It " 


As his last helpful gesture, Anderson 


has negotiated with the gas company for 
permission to use a gas casement on the 


north side of the Wise Road site as a 
roadway, which will give the district five 
extra acres to use 


When he started on his project to find 


two bO-acre sites for Dist. 211, Anderson 
began by surveying the whole area. "I 
wasn't convinced the sites they had were 
the best, so I checked around. 


"Once I decided the current sites were 


the best available, I contacted all tiie 
property owners adjacent to the school 
property " 


One of Anderson's maxims is never 


talk to a property owner until you know 
how much the property is worth. "I ap- 
praised the property and then tried to 
get the best deal for the school district," 
Anderson said. 


On the Wise Road site in Schaumburg, 


he came up with 20 acres east of the 
school site which will give the district 
access to Plum Grove Road, as well as 
Wise Road. 


In Palatine, Anderson obtained an op-

will be shared by the federal government 
and local agencies. Of the $48.9 million 
estimated cost, $9.5 million will be paid 
with federal funds authorized by the Wa- 
tershed Protection and Flood Prevention 
Act. 


But before construction can begin the 


federal government's share of the cost 
must be approved by Congress. The plan 
has been sent to Washington and the 
Congressional go-ahead is expected to 
come in July of next year. 


Completion of the total project will 


take five years, according to Hamilton. 


THE PROJECT involves almost 33,000 


acres in Cook County. The DuPage coun- 
ty part of the project is temporarily at a 


standstill because a local sponsor has not 
been found. In Cook County, the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District is the local 
sponsor. 


The plan has been prepared with the

Residents Urge 
Airport Probe 


A Wheeling citizens committee is cir- 


culating a petition calling for the approv- 
al of a two-month-old request for a coun- 
ty investigation into the operating prac- 
tices at Pal-Waukee Airport south of 
Wheeling. 


The request was made to George 


Dunne, president of the Cook County 
board, and county board members. 


The petition asks the Cook County 


Board of Commissioners to hold an in- 
vestigation into the airport and to confine 
airport operations to the restrictions out- 
lined in a special use permit issued by 
the county when the longer jet runway 
was approved for construction. 


The Village of Wheeling wrote to 


Dunne Aug. 18 requesting 
the 
in- 


vestigation of airport operations. But no 
official action by the county has been 
taken on the village's request, which 
stemmed from a report to the village 
board made by the citizen's committee. 


The committee and the village, have 


asked for the investigation based on alle- 
gations that Pal-Waukee's jet runway ex- 
ceeds the legal length and that planes 
landing at Pal-Waukee are too heavy for 
the existing runways. 


THE LONGER RUNWAY, heavier 


planes and flight patterns violate the pro- 
visions of the special use permit which 
allows Pal-Waukee to operate the jet 
runway, the committee alleges. 


Another committee charge is that pi- 


lots flying over Wheeling while leaving 
or arriving at Pal-Waukee are using vis- 
ual flight procedures rather than in- 
strumental flight procedures. According 
to the committee only those pilots using 
instrument procedures are to fly over 
Wheeling in arriving or leaving from the 
airport, under the terms of the permit. 


Spokesman for the committee, William 


Rogers of 146 S. Wolf Rd., said yesterday 
that approximately 150 signatures on the 
petition have been collected thus far 
from residents of the southeastern por- 
tion of Wheeling, the area near the air- 
port.

Northwest Highway was a "prairie" 


when Carl Ewert first opened his Arling- 
ton Bootery in 1928. 


"The only way to get into Arlington 


Heights from Des Plaines at that time 
was to come up Rand Road and turn onto 
Foundry (Kensington) Road," Ewert 
reminisced in the store recently. 


M a n y memories passed 
through 


Ewert's head that day — memories of 42 
years in the store located at 8 N. Dunton 
St. Helping him recall certain details 
was Carl Luettschwager who has worked 
for Ewert since 1942. 


But no Luettschwager was behind the 


counter and Ewert was on the customer 
side. Ewert ended his 42 years recently 
when he sold the business to his former 
employe. 


"THERE ARE A lot of things I'd like 


to do in life," Ewert said when asked 
why he decided to retire. 


He's 68 years old yet appears fit and 


quite healthy. Although he has no defi- 
nite plans yet, he said he and his wife, 
Ruth, plan to do a lot of traveling. 


Ewert said he thinks he holds the 


record in the village for the longest con- 
secutive operation of a business under 
one owner. "Hagenbring's and Winkel- 
man's were established before I came 
here, but the sons of the original owners 
have operated them for some time," he 
explained. . 


During that time Ewert has seen many 


changes in the complexion of the village. 


He has seen the population increase 


from about 5,500, when he first opened 
his doors, to the present figure of more 
than 62,000. He watched the construction 
of Northwest Highway. He saw the police 
department grow to its current size from 
a two-man force. He remembers a tav- 
ern, known as the Union Hotel, across 
from his store on the present site of the 
First Arlington National Bank. 


A VICE PRESIDENT of that bank 


since its formation, Ewert was the chair- 
man of the committee that first organ- 
ized the institution. He served 13 years 
on the elementary school Dist. 25 board. 
A former member of the board of direc- 
tors of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Ewert was president of the Lion's club

for two years, and secretary-treasurer 
for six years. 


Ewert remembers when Paddock Pub- 


lications was located at the present loca- 
tion of the Dunton House Restaurant. 'He 
remembers when there used to be parks 
in the area which is now commuter park- 
ing lots near the railroad tracks. 


Ewert said the town is "growing fast" 


and believes the growth of the whole 
area will continue. "But it has remained 
a nice community in which to live and 
shop," he added. 


Ewert visits the store for a few min- 


utes almost every day. He's happy with 
his decision to retire, and said his wife is 
glad he did. 


But after 42 years he admits, "I'll sure

Commission Refuses Drug Program Funds 


by LEON SHURE 


Des Plalnes Elementary School Dist, 


62 will not receive federal funds for its 
new drug education program, it has been 
learned. 


Describing the four week course for 


eighth graders as "an expensive and 
limited program with an invalid theme 
and approach to the problems," the Illi- 
nois Law Enforcement Commission re- 
jected a request for $4,800. 


Representatives of the school district, 


and of the Lockheed Information Sys- 
tems which created the program say that 
students and teachers have benefited 


from the program. The district is now 
evaluating the program for possible fu- 
ture use. 


The program, suggested by the Des 


Plaines Coordinating Council on Youth 
Problems and accepted by the Dist. 62 
board this summer on the recommenda- 
tion of the Dist. 62 administration, has 
been presented to eighth graders at Al- 
gonquin, Chippewa and Iroquois junior 
highs, seventh graders at Chippewa and 
Algonquin, and some sixth graders at 
Terrace and North. 


THE COMMISSION, a state agency 


which administers federal funds for law 


enforcement, rejected the programs on 
the recommendations of a specially ap- 
pointed committee on drug education. 


The committee, made up of professors 


from the University of Chicago, the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs, and state health and safety 
agencies, recommended that funds for 
the program that Dist. 62 and nine other 
Chicago area school districts, which pur- 
chased from the Lockheed Information 
Systems, be rejected, according to com- 
mission executive director, John Irving. 
The committee also recommended rejec- 
tion of the program in the whole state. 


The program has been recommended 


for funds in August by the local arm of 
the commission, the Cook County Com- 
mittee on Criminal Justice. 


The program was recommended with 


reservations, according to James Got- 
treich, executive director. The county 
group recommended that the program be 
limited to seventh and eighth graders, 
that the teachers be carefully screened 
and trained, and that the district exam- 
ine other programs and available mate- 
rials before choosing the Lockheed pro- 
gram. 


Gottreich believes locally 
developed 


programs are more beneficial. Gottreich 
told the Herald/Day that he and other 
members of the county group felt the 
emphasis of the program destroyed the 
believability of the program. 


THE PROGRAM shows that drugs are 


brought in by outsiders, he said. "It says 
the outsiders are coming in to devastate 
the community Kids in school know this 
is an inaccurate picture. They know that 
people in their own community and 
schools are selling drugs." 


The program, which costs about $4 per 


student, is very expensive, he said. 


Gottreich also said a game used at the 


end of the course is unrealistic. "We 
played that game at the office. It's sup- 
posed to place the student in the role of 
public official or law enforcer protecting 
the community. However, the pusher al- 
ways wins. It is impossible for him not; to 
win." 


Gottreich. who is director of one of 21 


local committees in the state funded by 
the law enforcement commission to re- 
view and make recommendations on lo- 
cal grants, said the program's books, 
are good and "without question" are

Maine Township yesterday, U.S. Son. 
Ralph Smith (R-lll.) criticized the 91st 
Congress for inaction on major issues 
facing the nation. 


In a low-key speech to a luncheon gath- 


ering at the Des Plaines Elks Club, 
Smith said the Democrat-controlled Con- 
gress has failed to act on important leg- 
islation in the areas of pollution, crime 
contro, revenue sharing and women's 
rights. 


The current session, Smith said, "will 


be remembered in my judgment if at all 
on the criterion of that which it did not 
do, rather than that which It did do." 
The Congress as yet has not passed half 
of the appropriation bills for this fiscal 
year, which began July 1, Smith said. 


Without once referring to his opponent, 


State Treasurer Adlai Stevenson III, 
Smith said Democrats in the House and 
Senate would rather accomplish nothing 
at all than have President Nixon get any 
"mileage" out of legislation that Con- 
gress passes. 


A late morning rally for Smith yester- 


day was called off after fewer than 25 
persons showed up at the rally site, Oak 
Leaf Commons shopping center, Lee and 
Oakton streets in Des Plaines.

"THEY USED to take walks every 


night," Mrs. Heller said, "and they'd go 
to the public library where they read 
books about childbirth .in case something 
like this did happen. Ronald knew ex- 
actly what to do when the time came and 
there was no trouble with the delivery." 


When Mrs, Heller came home she 


called the Des Plaines Fire Department 
to take Lynn and her new son to Luther- 
an General Hospital in Park Ridge 
where both were seen by a doctor in the 
emergency room. 


"The doctor said both of them were 


fine," Mrs. Heller said. "And after 
Bryan was footprinted and a birth certifi- 
cate was written for him, both Lynn and 
Bryan came home again."

17-point plan to attack the problems of 
pollution, which he said "is moving in 
the direction of a crisis." Also, a pack- 
age of crime control bills that among 
other things would help eliminate the im- 
port of dangerous drugs has been stalled, 
Smith said. 


During a question and answer period 


after his speech, the incumbent senator 
said more should be done in such areas 
as housing and medical care to help the 
country's senior citizens. 


"A LOT OF PEOPLE don't seem to 


realize that with the increased average 
life span that one of the greatest prob- 
lems we're going to have to contend with 
in this nation is the elderly people, 
people who are retired and people who 
are going to have to exist on fixed in- 
comes," he said. 


Automatic cost of living increases are 


needed under Social Security, Smith 
said, for senior citizens, most of whom 
have "acute financial problems." 


Smith also took a stand on legalization 


of marijuana until scientific studies 
prove it does not lead- to "hard drug ad- 
diction," Smith said. 


He expressed concern over U.S. citi- 


zens traveling to Cuba after being asked 
what could be done to stop such travel. 
"I have myself been seeking an answer 
to this because this has been a matter of 
concern to me," Smith said. 


"It bothers me substantially that

Safety Council Urges Halloween Precautions

This Halloween, thousands of little 


spooks and goblins will be celebrating 
the hoUday by going from house to house 
trick or treating. 


In conjunction with Halloween activi- 


ties the Des Plaines Safety Council has 
issued a safety message for parents of 
trick or treaters. 


Children should never be sent out alone 


on Halloween, according to Mrs. Eleanor 
E. Novak, safety council publicity chair- 
man. They should be sent out with it 
least one other child. 


Parents should purchase decorations 


that hive been fireproofed. Candles 
should never be used to light paper lan- 
terns. 


CORN STALKS, straw or other flam- 


mable materials as well as ill Halloween 


costumes should be soaked in the follow- 
big solution which prevents the materials 
from burning easily: 


6 ounces Borax 
5 ounces Boric Acid 
3 quarts water 
Children's costumes should also be 


kept at walking length so they can't trip 
or fall. Children should not wear plastic 
or rubber masks which cover their faces. 
They can't see where they are going and 
many times they panic and are suffo- 
cated. 


Paint false faces on your children with 


an eyebrow pencil, grease paint, burnt 
cork and cosmetics. If your child decides 
to wear a mask cut holes for the eyes 
that are big enough for bun to see in 
front and on both sides. 


In order to make 'your little spook 


stand out in toe dark, use reflective tape 


on his costume, jack-o-lantern, broom- 
stick, trousers, dress, shoes, loot bag and 
anything else he wears or carries. 


Children should not be allowed to carry 


lighted candles or torches. If a child has 
to have a lantern or light, be sure it is 
powered by flashlight batteries. At home, 
use flashlights in pumpkins instead of 
candles, to avoid chance of fire. 


A child should not be allowed to carry 


a knife, stick or any other sharp in- 
strument for make-believe swords. Make 
them out of cardboard instead. 


REMIND YOUR CHILDREN of the 


basic safety rules while walking: don't 
rush between parked cars, don't play in 
the street, cross at corners only and look 
both ways before crossing. Two years 
ago a 10-year-old boy in Itasca was killed 
by an auto while trick or treating. 


Homeowners should eliminate hazards 


in their yards. This includes covering 
any excavation and if you have a fence 
or newly planted tree, tie a white strip of 
cloth around it so kids don't sumble into 
it. 


Keep night lights on so trick or treat- 


ers don't stumble on lawn furniture, 
stairs and other obstacles. Store inside 
such hazards as trash cans, lawn mow- 
ers and bicycles. They only encourage 
vandals. 


Also keep your pets inside, especially 


dogs. The little spooks can scare them 
and they can scare the spooks. And a dog 
may be scared enough to bite, while chil- 
dren may decide to untie Fido and give 
him his freedom on a night when he 
should be safe inside his owner's house 
or garage. 


PARENTS 
SHOULD set a 
specific 


time for their children to return home. If 


the children are young, they should be 
accompanied by an adult. 


Give your children a'chance to c;f!m 


down after they return home. If a little 
one is scared, leave a dim light on in his 
bedroom. If you think their loot looks 
too old or perhaps even toxic, throw it 
out. 


Children are urged not to soap car win- 


dows. The driver they soap may run into 
them later in the evening because he 
can't see properly out of his windshield. 


Attend parties and go home early. 


Homeowners would do well to turn their 
lights off at 8:30 p.m. to show that the 
period of trick or treating is over.

marred by vandalism and the poisoning 
of children. A few years ago several chil- 
dren became ill when they were given a 
drug in place of candy.

Part two 
examines the physical and mental ef- 
fects on drugs, part three the legal as- 
pects, part four the drug attack game, 
and part five the student acts out the 
role of drug addict and examines rehabi- 
litation, according to Durham. 


Irving said that this action by the com- 


mission, created in 1989, was the first 
such action on a "for profit" program.

How does a man who calls himself the 


hardest of all the haid hats come out for 
Adlai Stevenson? Thomas Foran, hard- 
nosed prosecutor 
of the Chicago 7, 


doesn't see anything inconsistent about it 
al all. 


The gravel-voiced Foran, on the stump 


for Stevenson and the Democratic county 
ticket, stopped in Des Plaines last Thurs- 
day night for a speech to the Democratic 
Womens Club. As a political body pun- 
cher, Foran could easily go 10 rounds 
with Spiro Agnew and he proved it 
Thursday 
night by battering 
Ralph 


Smith, Joe Woods and other Republicans 
who he says have tried to make law and 
order an issue this fall. 


"There's an enormous hypocrisy about 


making that an issue of a campaign," 
said Foran, who resigned his post 'as U, 
S Attorney after the conspiracy trial and 
has returned to private practice Though 
he's more than willing to talk about the 
famous trial, Foran would rather push 
his ease against incumbent U. S. Sen. 
Ralph T. Smith and the Republicans. 


"WHEN I SEE Smith wrapping him- 


self up in that flag called law and order, 
I feel like throwing up," he said. "This 
guy has turned it all around as if all the 
troubles are the fault of the kids, young 
people But who makes money out of ob- 
scenity? It's not Hie kids. It's the people 
of our generation. Who makes money out 
of narcotics9 It's not the kids, it's our 
generation." 


The law, said Foran, ought to be en- 


forced 
across 
the board, "not just 


against young people, poor people and 
black people " And remember, he said, 
those hairy malcvolents, the Chicago 7 
dclendants, were all over 30 


"Sometimes I think the worst of the 


crimes 
are 
the 
most 
sophisticated 


crimes, the arrogant crimes," said Fo- 
ran. The worst criminals, he maintained 
are "people who take advantage of their 
fellow citizen in housing, in education, in 
the basic staples of life." 


Without losing stride, he then turned to 


another favorite subject, insurance ty- 
coon W. Clement Stone, who Foran said 
has pledged more than a million dollars 
to Smith's campaign, a gift that would 
violate federal election laws, he said 


"THERE'S A REASON you shouldn't 


permit one man to give a tremendous 
aount of money to one candidate. The 
minute you start giving one candidate a 
million dollars or any part of it, that 
man is no longer a representative of the 
people," said Foran, who charged that 


Smith is "speaking from the lap of Cle- 
ment Stone." 


It's Stone's money, he said, that's be- 


hind those television commercials trying 
to paint Adlai Stevenson as anti-police 
and somehow not in favor of law and 
order. The worst — Foran snarled when 
he called it filthy — is the one with "that 
little twerp (Jerry) Rubin." Not only 
does the commercial try to link Rubin, 
one of the Chicago 7, with Stever.son, but 
it gives the impression that Smith had 
something to dowith the prosecution of 
the conspiracy trial, said the indignant 
Foran. 


"I gave every waking moment of eight 


months of my life to the preapration and 
trial of that case and I've never even 
met Smith,'1 he said. "I've never even 
seen him in the federal building where 
he keeps an office but he's never there. 
Yet he tries to make people believe that 
he had something to do with that case " 


How does the hardest of all the hard 


hats come out for Adlai Stevenson? Ad- 
lai, he said, is as much for law and order 
as anyone else. As for being anti-police, 
Foran said Stevenson never called Chi- 
cago police storm troopers in blue for 
then- actions during the 1968 Democratic 
convention. What he did say, according 
to Foran. was: "It's a shame that the 
overwhelming

After a verbal 
blow to some Republican solar plexus, he 
could smile and look at the floor with 
both hands in his Dockets, talkinE abour 
the high cost of a bag of groceries or his 
son, who plays football for Harvard. 


There was the obligatory dig at the 


press (patsies for the Chicago 7) and 
even a statement or two that would be 
worthy of his Democratic mentor, Mayor 
Richard Daley 
("What makes this a 


great party is that the people generally 
identify the party with their friends that 
are in it ") 


EXPENSIVE TV commercials, an ob- 


vious sore point for the less affluent 
Democrats, were also hit again and 
again by Foran. 


"If you elect me, I'll replace George 


Dunne. No kidding!"' said Foran, parody- 
ing one of Republican Sheriff Joseph I 
W o o d s ' campaign commercials. "It 
scares me that this guy could even be 
considered for a job that complex," he 
said of Woods, who is running for county 
b o a r d president 
against incumbent 


Democrat Dunne. 


Foran called for the elimination of the 


"Madison Avenue sell" from politics and 
indicated that commercials for Woods 
and Smith may be backfiring. 


"I think that it's enormously important 


that we as a people demonstrate not just 
by Stevenson winning but by wiping this 
guy (Smith) off the map. that we are too 
sophisticated a people to be sold candi- 
dates the same way roll-on deodorants 
are sold." 


When his talk was over and the Demo- 


cratic ladies were thoroughly impressed, 
Foran fielded questions never ducking 
one until a woman in the back said, "Mr. 
Foran, why don't you run for office. Why 
don't you run for something?" 


His hands went back in his pockets and 


Thomas Foran looked down at the floor 
again. "Not now," he said, turning to the 
next question. 


Knowledge Multiplying Here 


Ten years ago, third graders in East 


Maine school Dist. 63 schools wouldn't 
have even started on multiplication. To- 
day, they not only are taught multiplica- 
tion, they also have begun to learn divi- 
sion. 


This is part of the district's plan to 


teach math skills to childien at an ear- 
lier age, and to make math more inter- 
esting, according to the district math 
consultant, Walter Siekierski, who will 
present a report on the math courses 
tonight at a meeting of the district board 
of trustees. 


Siekierski told the Herald/Day that the 


current concern about math education 
began in the late 1950's with the launch- 
ing of the first space satellite by the Rus 
sians. 


Many weio shocked that the Russians 


could bedt the United States into space, 
and many blamed the schools, he said. 


Community 
groups 
throughout the 


country began to reexamine math and 
the way il is taught, he said. The result 
was "the new math," which Siekierski 
said, concentrates on the theory, "The 
why" of math, rather than on basic 
skills, like adding and subtracting. 


SIEKIERSKI FEELS the new math 


went to an extreme, and children weren't 
learning the basics of math, which are 
needed in everyday life. 


He said the current curriculum, devel- 


oped by teachers and principals and 
members of the district administration in 
1967, tries to be more balanced. 


"We're still worried about developing 


an understanding of what happens and 
why it happens, but we're also worried 
about making sure the student can add 
and subtract," he said.

Teachers now use checklists to follow 


the progress of each student If he has 
difficulty in a certain area, like multipli- 
cation, this would be noted, and 
the 


teacher would know what she could do to

the difficulty. These 
records 


would be given to the student's next 
teacher, he said. 


Teachers are also given various types 


of leaching materials. Students can teach 
themselves with tape recording, slides 
and practice materials, he said. 


The district has tried to make math 


more fun and more interesting, he said. 
Instead of the students doing problems 
many times until they have memorized 
the methods, the teachers now introduce 
games to make the learning less mono- 


tonous, he said. 


WHEN LEARNING 
fractions, they 


imght cut up a wooden pie or play a 
game on paper called "lattices" in which 
students follow arrows and other direc- 
tion symbols to help learn multiplication 
and addition, he said. 


Ten years ago a third grader wouldn't 


have begun to start fractions, and the 
only thing he would learn in geometry, 
was how to color in a circle or a square. 
He wouldn't have started division. Sie- 
kierski said.

Today, a third grader would already

He has special math labs, where he

A 6 foot 2 inch bearded candlemaker 


wearing love beads round his neck and a 
pouch belt round his waist is setting 20 
women aglow over at Maine West adult 
evening school. 


Lee Pieken comes straight from his 


Candle Store at 2570 N. Clark, just north 
of Old Town, to teach the women how to 
make his kind of candles. 


His kind must glow. His kind must also 


be refillable, "This is my thing in can- 
dles," he said simply. 


Lee is not interested in candles alone. 


He is interested in all phases of art. He 
is also a lay physiological psychologist at 
the Chicago campus of the University of 
Illinois. He even has an invention to his 
credit and in use, an ultra-sonic stimulus 
used in place of electrical shock in study- 
ing animal behaviour. 


PIEKEN BEGAN making Candles in 


his home about four years ago ("Be- 
cause I had to," was his total ex- 
planation). His first candle was made in 
margarine containers. Now he makes 
much larger candles, both commercially 
and just for fun. 


"I became interested in teaching when 


I realized anyone with fingers can make 
something. There is a great deal of satis- 
faction in making your own candles. 
They're Instant Success — four, six, 
eight hours and they're finished," he 
said.

A'iked if he teaches his students to add 


design to the outside of the candle, Pie- 
ken replied firmly, "Absolutely not! The 
candles themselves are the design. I'm 
trying to teach them that the design con- 
cept is infinite. A candle simply formed 
in a good, clean, crisp shape is all the 
design that is needed." 


Spherical 
shapes intrigue him most. 


"So many beautiful things are round," 
he said. "The sun, the moon, a person's 
eyes." 
, 


PIEKEN WANTS his pupils to use 


their imagination, to be original, to com- 
bine foreign shapes and to think big. He 
believes a candle should be large and im- 
portant. 


To make your own candles you need 


pots, pans, a funnel, a fully refined hard 
wax, dyes, wick and "any crazy contain- 
er," such as a soup bowl or a Chianti 
bottle. You also need a thermometer that 
registers up to 250 degrees. And for safe- 
ty, a lid must be kept handy to slap on 
the pan in case the wax ignites. 


"Wax can be brutal," warned Piekcn. 


"No one should try to make candles 
without exact measurements, explicit in- 
structions, and definite safeguards in 
case of emergency. It doesn't hurt to 
have a fire extinguisher handy." 


THIS THEN IS only a general idea of 


how it is done — not specific instruc- 
tions. First the wax is cooked until it 
reaches a temperature between 200 and 
240 degrees. This is the dangerous pai",.. 
If it gets too hot and reaches the flash 
point, the wax will ignite and you had 
better be quick with that lid or that fire 
extinguisher or both. Dye is then mixed 


with the wax and the mixture is funneled 
into the container, for example, a glass 
bottle at room temperature. After the 
wax has cooled completely, the glass is 
broken and removed. More wax is added 
to the cavity that develops at the center 
of the candle as it shrinks. When the 
candle is cool again, a Phillips screw- 
driver or small 'drill will make a shaft 
for the wick. Another squirt of wax holds 
the wick in place. 


But it's not as simple as all that. Pie- 


ken 
encourages 
the 
women 
to ex- 


periment. They bring their finished prod- 
ucts to class and one by one show their 
creations. 


"TRY TIPPING YOUR mold a little 


more for each layer," he says of one 
woman's patriotic effort — a candle with 
red, white, and blue diagonal layers. 


"Add a little polyethelyne and see what 


happens." 


"Don't let those bubbles worry you. 


They wipe off, really they do," and he 
proceeds to remove them. 


"Hit it with a cold stream of water 


next time. You'll get the antique effect 
you're looking for." 


"How do you like that! Place setting 


candles to match tiie big one. That's 
great." 


"We call that an all-day candle," he 


said to one woman whose fat nine-inch 
candle had seven layers of color. "It 
takes all day to make it." 


"It's not translucent. Try adding a 


little mineral oil." 


"IF YOU WANT a really beautiful ef- 


fect, float a colored candle in a crystal 


bowl half filled with water. Everything 
will glow — candle, glass, water and all. 


"Ladies, please don't use milk cartons 


or tin cans or paper molds." So the wom- 
en used old vases, flower pots, a stain- 
less steel bowl, gelatin molds, a pickle 
jar, even a Ronald McDonald cup, with 
success. 


One woman whose efforts so far had 


been dismal failures, was wailing in 
mock despair, "I just know I'm flunking 
my candle course. My husband is laugh- 
ing at me." 


"Keep trying, you'll make it." said 


Pieken. 


A few of the women had really made 


it. for Pieken turned off the lights and 
held their candles exclaiming. "Look! 
They're big and important: they are 
strong, clear colors and clean designs. 
And they glow — beautifully." 


So did the women who made them. 
MANY OF PIEKEN'S candles can be 


washed and polished. All keep their origi- 
nal shapes, burning down in the center 
only, and can be refilled with a votive 
candle. 


Candlemaking is one of several fasci- 


nating new courses adults are flocking to 
at Maine Adult Evening School this year. 
It is a three-week workshop and it is giv- 
en three times to give adults a choice of 
dates. Fall courses filled early, but can- 
dlemaking will be included in the spring 
curriculum, which begins in February.

oope with the drug scene at home and in 
the community. 


The group pinpointed the problem as 


one of communication between youths 
and adults, children and parents. The 
consensus was, "We're not relating to 
each other, but it's no longer because we 
don't want to communicate with one an- 
other or understand both points of view " 


THE SEMINAR, WHICH offered stu- 


dents and adults an opportunity to talk 
about the drug scene, is all part of laying 
the groundwork for the mayor's Plan for 
Action on drug use and abuse in the com- 
munity. The concept for the plan, which 
was developed by the staff at Forest 
Hospital, is to motivate the community 
to s_olve its own social problems by es- 
tablishing a communications network 
and action programs which will involve 
every segment of the community. 


The goal is to design a master plan, 


spelling out the details for action pro- 
grams on the use and abuse of drugs in 
Mount Prospect. The master plan is 
scheduled to be drafted by the mayor's 
Plan for Action committee Nov. 5. The 
seminar Saturday was an opportunity- for 
the committee and residents, interested 
in the project, to discuss drugs and ways 
to implement a Plan for Action in the 
community. 


The mayor's Plan for Action com- 


mittee includes more than 100 commu- 
nity leaders, representatives and stu- 
dents who will draft the final plan for the 
program. 'General topics for discussion 
and review have been youth associ- 
ations; community education; drug res- 
cue centers with telephone "hotlines" 
open 24 hours; drug information centers; 
and police-youth associations. 


The committee has been discussing 


ways in which to implement action pro- 
grams in these general areas in an effort 
to cope with drug problems, and the final 
Plan for Action will reflect what resi- 
dents identify as the key problems in the 
community.

reads a book and wants to learn some- 
thing more about the subject, he can 
turn to the film and tape collections in 
the center immediately." 


In her present position, Mrs. Maun 


makes recommendations on programs 
for all Dist. 59 centers. The district's 
schools include students from Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines. While she exam- 
ines catalogues and orders many of the 
materials used by the centers, she firmly 
maintains that the educational tools are 
secondary. 


The first and most important in- 


gredient of a good learning center, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Maun, is the staff that 
mans it. "We look for persons who can 
relate to children and other teachers; 
persons who really want to individualize 
instruction to best suit the needs of each 
student," she said. 


Learning centers are now operating in 


all Dist. 59 schools with a minimum staff 
of a teacher and two aides or para-pro- 
fessionals. 


MRS. MAUN, an Arlington Heights 


resident for 15 years, worked in advertis- 
ing when she first graduated from col- 
lege. After several years at home, when 
her children were young, she made the 
decision to return to college for a mas- 
ter's degree in education. She has since 
served as classroom teacher, learning 
center director and principal. 


She now works half-time as media 


coordinator and is also working toward a 
second master's degree which she hopes 
to receive by next summer from Rosary 
College. 


Two evenings a week she "tandem 


teaches" with another educator, teaching 
courses sgonsorer' by the College of Du- 
Page. Most of her students are learning 
center aides in DLst. 59 who wish to learn 
more about library and learning center 
work. While those taking the course re- 
ceive college credits, thsy attend classes 
located in Dist. 59. 


Mrs. Maun traced the history of a local 


school learning center this year for "The 
Library Binder." Her article on the cen- 
ter in Dempster Junior High School ap- 
pears in the June, 1970, issue of the li- 
brary magazine. 


SHE ALSO tackled a controversial sub- 


ject recently in an article appearing in 
"Highlights," a publication of the Nation- 
al Association of Secondary School Prin- 


cipals. She says the reaction to the ar- 
ticle, "Public 
Appearance: A Hairy 


Problem," was swift and varied. 


Originally written as a graduate course 


paper in school law for Bradley Univer- 
sity, the article traces the legal decisions 
and principles affecting student dress 
and general appearance. 


While Mrs. Maun maintains that stu- 


dents' appearance should not be allowed 
to disrupt education programs, she ar- 
gues that. "How can students know if 
their hair or mini-dresses will create a 
disturbance unless they are allowed to 
attend classes in the first place." 


She believes stronjly that "a student 


should be judged as a total person, not 
just a hair cut or a mini-skirt."

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Kitchen Tricks Can Slash Food Calories 


Are you fighting the battle of the 


bulge? The successful battle plan begins 
in the kitchen. If you prepare the right 
foods in the right way, you can cut down 
on your calories and eat just as much. 


There are only a few points you need 


to follow, but these must be followed 
regularly. Remember that all fat, satu- 
rated, unsaturated, or polyunsaturated, 
Is loaded with colories. Concentrated car- 
bohydrates, particularly sugar, are small 
calorie bombs. Sugar contains prac- 
tically no water, unlike protein foods of 
vegetables, and is almost all calories — 
with little else included. Cut down on 
sugar and fat if you want to hold down 
on the calories. Use lean meat, fish, 
vegetables and fruits. 


IN GENERAL, is is best not to fry 


foods. Fried meat retains more of its fat 
than if it Is broiled. If you must fry — do 
it greaselessly, if possible. The next best 
thing is to fry in unsaturated fat, such as 
corn oil or safflower oil. That won't help 
eliminate calories but it will eliminate 
dangerous saturated or solid fats. 


In order to limit the intake of satu- 


rated fats, substitute corn or safflower 
oil in all recipes that call for shortening 
or fats. The amount of oil necessary is 
usually a little less than the amount of 
solid shortening or fats recommended. 
You can convert many recipes this way. 
In some instances, the fat isn't that nec- 
essary. Try some of your favorite recipes 
with less or no fat. 


Don't use more than three egg yolks a 


week. Avoid recipes calling for egg yolks 
or try it without them. You can use egg

of the problems — is that people keep 
turning up more of it before we've dealt 
with what we have.

from "Sports Illustrated." 


Scientists took readings on fish and 


fish eggs along the Atlantic, Pacific and 
Gulf coasts and came up with a threat 
scarier than tho DDT menace to coho 
salmon in Lake Michigan. 


In brief, they found that the coastal 


waters and the seabeds are infested with 
pesticides, metals and other toxic pollu- 
tants — in sufficient quantities to pose a 
danger to humans. 


Some of tho most popular saltwater 


sport fishes have been inflicted with poi- 
sonous chemical compounds in their 
flesh and eggs. Some already had beyond 
the five parts per million of mercury 
allowed by the U S. Food and Drug Ad- 
mininlstration, 
including 
spotted 
sea 


trout off Louisiana, striped bass off Cal- 


. Iforriin and Spanish mnckcral off South 


Carolina.

STHIPED BASS AND blueflsh along 


both coasts are reported under the gun of 
the greatest menace of all: their repro- 
ductive1 process endangered by the pres- 
ence of DDT and other pesticides in the 
eggs 


This is the kind of legacy we pump into 


tho ocean from such storied rivers as 
V i r g i n i a ' s Rappahannock and New 


, York's Hudson.

But let's take our problems one at a 


time. 


It would be too convenient for us in 


Illinois to overlook our own little mess 


• by wailing about the cancer along the 


coasts'. 


We have the testimony of our own de- 


'. partment of public health that it is now 


unsafe to swim in any of the state's riv- 


• ers or streams because of pollution lev- 


els. Lake Michigan also has been off lim- 
its lately. 


THAT DOESN'T leave much for our 


child; en to foul ft"1 theirs. 


But we do have the chance to make a 


modest contribution for the better, if we 
can drag ourselves to the polls next 
Tuesday. And be alert when we're there. 


The state is trying again with a mea- 


sure similar to one that failed two years 
ngo. On the ballot — at the opposite end 
from 
Stevenson-Smith 
— will 
be 
a 


request for voters to launch the state on 
a $750 million clean water program. 


The bond issue would direct that much 


state money to help towns and cities im- 
prove their sewage treatment and solid 
waste disposal plants, and thus begin 
closing the gate on perhaps the single 
worst water pollution source in Illinois. 


THE 
P R O G R A M COULD have 


enormous application because the federal 
government 
will provide double the 


amount in matching funds. That would 
make a $2.2 billion total, and answer the 
cry that money is needed to fight pollu- 
tion. 


The last time the state tried such a 


program — in November of 1968 — it 
failed on a $1 billion plan. 


Not because most voters didn't want it. 


They did. But the plan was scuttled by

an absurd provision of the 1870 con- 
stitution, requiring that such a measure 
needs not its own majority, but one equal 
to a majority of the votes cast for Gen- 
eral Assembly candidates . 


Stupid? Yes, but it killed an anti-pollu- 


tion bill the last time, and it could again. 
A blank ballot adds up the same as "no." 


We're at the point in Illinois pollution 


where every little bit helps. And $2.2 bil- 
lion may be only a little bit. But the state 
can't let it go by again. 


What it comes down to is a chance for 


those of us who'd like some simple, di- 
rect way to do something about fighting 
the monolith pollution. 


A "yes" next Tuesday is a pretty easy 


commitment.

And for the men and their jobs, well, 


the rest of the world thinks every man 
in suburbia gets on a train and rides to 
the city to work. The corollary to this 
particular principle is that there is no 
industry out here, that all the commu- 
nities are "bedroom towns." 


Also part of the suburban image is that 


all breadwinners earn at least $25,000 a 
year, but they have ulcers because of it. 


AS TO SUBURBAN political beliefs: 


All suburbanites are conservative Re- 
publicans. But few suburbanites are very 


deeply concerned about politics at all. 


As to how we shop, well, few of us 


bother to note prices of things or to look 
for bargains. Which, according to the im- 
age, is just as well, because all the 
stores supposedly jack up the prices at 
their suburban facilities. 


Concerning our social manners: To- 


day's suburban wife is free to spend all 
day running errands, going to club meet- 
ings, becoming involved in social and 
civic affairs, because her cleaning wom- 
an (who commutes from the city) is tak- 
ing care of the house. 


Then there is the classic, wife swap- 


ping in the suburbs is still going on, and

And there is another one that stays 


with us: the houses out here all look so

Hotline: Calm In Time Of Crisis

The fourth call to the new Hotline 


phone service, which began operation at 
2 p.m. last Friday, was from the Des 
Plaines Herald/Day. 


The new information and referral ser- 


vice for Des Plaines. and Park Ridge 
residents 
with emotional or medical 


problems had already received three 
calls and one of them had been serious. 


"We're checking up on that problem 


right now, and we'll have some informa- 
tion for them soon," the volunteer said. 


The new service had been developed 


during the summer by the Des Plaines 
and Park Ridge Coordinating Councils on 
Youth Problems. More than 60 area vol- 
unteers had gone through two sessions of 
training, primarily by Incentives, Inc., a 
Des Plaines center for treatment of emo- 


tional and drug problems. 


THE VOLUNTEER felt that the train- 


ing had been worthwhile, and that any of 
the problems they would face were dis- 
cussed in depth. 


Another volunteer who had been more 


actively involved in planning for the Hot- 
line explained that the training had in- 
cluded instruction in talking and listen- 
ing. 


"The volunteer at the Hotline center 


has control of only one thing. This end of 
the phone. How he talks, his tone of 
voice, can affect how the person seeking 
help will react." 


This volunteer said the attitude they 


were trying to achieve was one of calm- 
ness and empathy. He defined an em- 
pathetic attitude as trying to put yourself 
into the caller's position, but with a clear 
mind, he said. 


The calmness comes into use, and be- 


comes important when dealing with a po- 
tential suicide or a nervous mother who 
has found a marijuana cigarette in her 
son's desk, he said. 


As for asking the right questions, he 


felt that this would come as the volun- 
teers became more experienced. "All 
we've 
got 
is 
communication. They 


wouldn't call unless they wanted to say 
something," he said. They try to get the 
first name and idea of the caller's age, 
so they can most effectively find help for 
him, he said. 


FINDING HELP is another important 


factor, and the volunteers are drawing 
together a directory of local resources 
for aid. They have references now for 
runaway services, draft counseling, drug 
abuse help, and alcoholism clinics. 


They will try to answer any question 


asked of them, he said, even about con- 
sumer fraud. 


The volunteers are of all ages and 


backgrounds, including attorneys, com- 
munication consultants, some teenagers 
and some senior citizens. 


"It's the maturity, rather than the age 


that's important. Personal experience 
and awareness of the world are impor- 
tant factors." 


The volunteer applications tried to de- 


termine if the volunteer could handle the 
job. It tried to find out if he were emo- 
tionally stable and socially aware enough 
to do the job, he said. 


HE FEELS that working on the Hotline 


will make a great difference in the lives 
of the volunteers, "hi terms of better re- 
lating to people, and being able to listen 
more. I think it will give a feeling of 
accomplishment and self-worth."

The big question perturbing political 


pundits these days is whether the swing 
to the right predicted by Scammon and 
Wattenberg in their book "The Great 
Majority" actually is taking place. 


Soundings taken at the grassroots by a 


number of pundits indicate there is in- 
deed a swing to the right. Particularly 
among conservative voters. 


However, grassroot soundings, taken by 


a number of other pundits indicate the 
swing to the right by conservative voters 
. may be offset by a swing to the left 
among liberal voters. 


My own soundings in the grassroots in- 


dicate that this is going to be a bad year 


for nematodes in the lawn. But that is 
another story. Back to politics. 


Assuming that the pundits are right, it 


is obvious that we are going to have a 
real swinging election this year, despite 
the fact that the bars will be closed dur- 
ing polling hours. 


And what of ..the "Middle American" 


we have heard so much about lately? 
Well, present indications are that he is 
much too much of a square to be consid- 
ered a swinger. 


If, however, you roll up the rec room 


rug and put a Lawrence Welk album on 
the hi-fi, the "Middle American" will put 
a lamp shade on his head and demon- 
strate a few of the jitterbug steps he 
learned during World War II.

'Dignity' 
On Market 
In Ghettoes 


By PAMELA H. REEVES 


CHICAGO (UPI) —There's a game on 


the market that invites players to 
wrestle with the problems of the ghetto 
right in their own living room. 


It is played on a board with cards 


which teach participants to survive in 
the world of the poor just as "Monopoly" 
taught them to acquire property. 


The game, called "Dignity," was in- 


vented by Ken Christiansen, a 27-year- 
old University of Chicago divinity stu- 
dent, who plans to become a United 
Church of Christ minister. 


Christiansen, a native of Remsen, 


Iowa, worked for two years in a church 
group on Chicago's South Side. He spent 
a lot of time with residents of a public 
housing project and learned first hand 
the problems of the poor in the city. 


He wanted to communicate what he 


had learned. 


"I started a book on the subject, but it 


seemed to me nobody reads books in the 
area of race relations unless they're al- 
ready 
interested 
in 
the problem," 


he said. 


"So I started thinking about recreation 


as a way of getting into the situation." 


So far about 6,000 copies of the game 


have been sold at $4.95 ea:h. 


The object of the game is to reach a 


square caUed Dignity. To get there, a 
player, who is given five cards and $100 
to begin with, tries to avoid Shanty Town 
Housing projects, Skid Row and other un- 
pleasant places. 


He can take a short cut through Uncle 


Tom's limbo, but then he can't play 
Freedom Move cards, which are general- 
ly helpful in the game. He can take an- 
other short cut through the University, 
but that costs $2,000, which is difficult to 
acquire in this game. 


He can also move to the Place of Hope 


to think, as Christiansen says, "about 
where you're going." 


Some times a player moves ahead at 


the expense of fellow players by using 
"Cut Throat" cards. For instance, by 
taking a bribe to ignore a building viola- 
tion code, the player (in the role of build- 
ing inspector) gets $100 and everyone 
else moves back two spaces. 


"The cards put you in different roles," 


Christiansen said." 


Christiansen copyrighted and sold two 


editions of the game himself. Then, on 
the suggestion of a divinity professor, he 
sold the rights to Friendship Press, 
which is associated with the National 
Council of Churches. 


Ward Kaiser, of Friendship Press, 


which is based in New York, said the 
game has been sold in most areas of the 
country through religious bookstores. 


Sesame Street 
Goes To Camp 


'C'mon, punkin, ya gotta be sincere to be great!'

NEW YORK (UPI) -An experiment in 


the early education of preschool children 
by teenagers took the form of Sesame 
Street Day Camps in New York City. 


The experiment set out to prepare 


youngsters for public schools and to im- 
prove attitudes and academic skills of 
teachers. 


Some 1,500 pre-schoolers of all races 


and 240 teenage instructors participated. 
The teachers, all members of the Neigh- 
borhood 
Youth 
Corps, were trained, 


by the Children's Television Workshop, 
producer of "Sesame Street." 


The day camp curriculum consisted of 


daily viewing of Sesame Street, follow-up 
lessons to reinforce the material learned 
from the show, field trips and food peri- 
ods. The classes met five days a week 
from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m., with recesses. 


The project was funded by New York 


City's Youth Services Agency through a 
$68,000 federal grant. 


Both the city agency the the Workshop 


now are studying the results of the day 
camp experiment. And reported that it 
appears to have been beneficial and re- 
warding for the young children and oth- 
ers involved. 


Although about 17 public school build- 


ings and makeshift sites were used for 
the camps, the largest, with an enroll- 
ment of 150, was at Andrew Jackson 
High School in Queens. 


Paula Rooks, the 19-year-old director 


of the camp there, felt the experiment 
was successful. 


"This was what we needed for our 


young children, especially in the black 
community," she said. Andrew Jackson 
High School is located in a pre- 
dominantly black and Puerto Rican 
neighborhood. 


Miss Rooks, a sophomore at Hampton 


Institute, Hampton, Va., admitted that in 
the beginning she really didn't think she 
would be able to work with such small 
children. "But I found out I could, and I 
loved it," she said. "I really learned a 
lot from the kids." 


She said the major problem was a lack 


of proper facilities. "We really needed 
more room and equipment," she said. 
"We had the children and the teachers." 
. One of the teenage teachers, Mireille 
Christophe, 16, agreed on the success of 
the camp. "Some of the kids really didn't 
know anything," she said, "not even 
their names. But when camp was over 


they knew that and a lot more. 


"I had one little boy about six years 


old who took almost a week to learn to 
recognize the letter 'A'. But by the time 
camp ended, he knew that and over half 
the alphabet." 


Miss Christophe said she enjoyed work- 


ing with the children. "I wanted them to 
think of me as a friend as well as a 
teacher," she said. 


The teenage instructors were paid $40 


a week. 


Alam Dummett, 15 and a student at 


the New York High School of Art and De- 
sign, worked as a special tutor, giving 
individual help to those who needed it. "I 
really think the camp helped the kids," 
he said. "It will be easier for them when 
they enter regular school because of the 
summer classroom experience. Every- 
thing won't be totally new." 


Dummett said the program even 


helped him. "I'm starting to understand 
little kids better," he said. "Before I 
didn't have any patience, but now I'm 
much better." 


Those who sponsored and participated 


in the day camp program said they 
hoped to see it continued year-round in 
New York and even extended on a na- 
tional bisis. 


John Nolan, who directed the program 


for the Youth Services Agency, said he 
was optimistic that some of the campus 
would be extended throughout the year. 
He said, however, that because of the 
lack of funds, the camps would have to 
be sponsored by community organiza- 
tions. 


"The federal money for the summer 


has all been used," he said. 


Extension of the summer program 


next year, especially on a national basis, 
will depend on government and founda- 
tion grants. 
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
